1888, in the Eckerson 
case, to the effect that the Mexican War pension is 
purely a service pens‘on and thet retired officers are 
not deprived of it under Sec. 4724 R. S.. which says, 
that no officer of the Army, Navy or Marine Corps 
shall draw both a pension as an 'nvelid and the pay 
of bis rank at the same time.

The purpose to be served by these cards is the identifica- 
tion of deserters; they should, therefore, after notation of 
place and date of enlistment and the station whence they 
are — eee (with date), be sent direct to the Surgeon 
General. 

The record should show not only existing marks and scars, 
put such peculiarities either of feature or babit as will en- 
able the War Department to distinguish between the in- 
jividual and other men of the same height, color of 
eyes, etc. 

“If, alter careful search, no mark or scar is found, the fact 
should be noted upon both frontand baek of card; like- 
wise, if marks are found upon the front and none upon the 
rear, or Vice versa, the entry “no marks” should be made 
upon the appropriate side of the card. 

When no warks can be found it is especially important 
that some characteristic of the individual! be recorded, such 
as the absence of certain teeth, specifying those that are 
absent; any marked peculiarity of the nose—Roman, 
straight, turned up, etc.; of the eyebrows—scant, busby, 
meeting Over the root of the nose, etc.; or other noteworthy 
features of the man, such as nails babitually bitten to the 
juick, certain toes overriding, etc. 

It is the desire of the department that the outline figure- 
ard shall, whenever possible, be made by a physician; when 
this 18 not possible, it should be made by the enlisting offieer.

The Commanding General, Department of Teras: 


Sir: In order to avoid any possible misunderstanding, 
and thereby insure uniformity of practice under Generai 
Urders, No. 80 (copy berewith enclosed), | am directed by 
the Major General Commanding the Army to icform you 
that the Secretary of War deems it expedient to make a 
brief reference to the first two paragraphs thereof. 

In considering the various aspects of the law of June 16, 
is¥0, a Question arose as to the application of the provisions 
of the second section to men enlisted before July 1, 1890. 
The conclusion was reached tbat the furlongh period speci- 
fed therein commenced with the approval ol the law; and 
that soldiers then in service were eiigibie to discharge three 
months Or more from that time, provided the discharge 
could be made to take effect exactly three years and three 
months from date of enlistment. 

The right to discharge is regarded as confined to a certain 
day. If asoldier does not elect to take advantage of the 
privilege on the day specified (the last day of the third 
month following the end of the third year of enlistment), 
bis right under the law lapses. 

This decision excludes ail men who at the date of the pas- 
sage of the act have served more than three years, as, under 
the law, discbarges cannot issue until three months after its 
passage (September 16, 1800), when this class of men will 
have served more than three years and thiee months, and 
tbusin effect be placed in the same condition as though 
their mgbt to discharge bad lapsed voluntarily. 

From the ena of the third year of enlistment and for three 
months thereafter every soidier is entitied to a furlough. 
This privilege is regarded as one of discretion with the sol- 
Gier, provided only that it shall be exercised in the interval 
between the termination of the third year and three months 
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subsequent thereto. That is to say, it is not mandatory on 
the men to spend three months on furlough as a condition 
of discharge. They may elect to remain on duty all the 
time, or they may remain on duty part of the time and take 
a turlough for any designated period within the prescribed 
limits, tbe only condition being that the absence must ter- 
minate not later than the day upon which they become 
eligible to discharge. 

Soldiers whose third year bas expired in the interval be- 
tween the passage of the law and the receipt of the General 
Order may perhaps be deprived of part of the time they de- 
sire to spend on furlough. Of this class, men who elect to 
take a discharge cannot be given an extension ; but you are 
authorized to extend the time of any who desire to remain 
in the service, so that théy shall bave full three months of 
absence.

All men who enlisted prior to June 16, 1887, are excluded 
from the right of discharge under Genera! Orders, Nos. 68 
(section 2), and 80, current series, Adjutant-General's Office. 

All men who have enlisted since June 16, 1887, are entitied 
on application to be discharged to date eractly three months 
after expiration of the third year of enlistment. 

All men entitled to discharge under Genera! Orders, Nos. 
68, (section 2), and 80, current series, Adjutant-General'’s 
Office, are entitled to a furlough not to exceed three months 
after they shall bave completed three years of enlistment. 

No enlisted man who bas served more than three years up 
to June 16, 1890, is entitled to the benefits of Genera! Orders, 
No. 8, current series, Adjutant-General's Office.

Tbe Indian prisover of War, Astoyay, for some 
time past at Governors Island, has been sent by 
Maj.-Gen. Howard to Mt. Vernon Bks., Ala. 

Tne Secretary of War has written to the Mayor of 
Boston as follows: 

“Tbe Fortification bill bas passed both branches 
and of course will besigned bythe Presidentina 
day ortwe. The points that the engiveers need for 
Golenee which are owned by the city are Gallops 
Islands, Peddock’s Island and Deer Island. I sup- 
pose you have valuable public buildings on Deer 
Island, and it may be that we can do what we re- 
quire at present without interfering with what the 
city needs. It is contemplated, however, to have 
quite extensive fortifications on Deer Island—two 
large batteries of sixteen mortars each and two for- 
tifications for the heavy long ravge guns. I would 
be glad to have you advise me, at your conveni- 
ence, whether we can have the two first named 
islands entirely, and whether we can have the whole 
or a larger part of Deer Island. Tbe fortifications 
contemplated of course involves the stationing of 
more troops tbere and a large expenditure of money. 
Two bundred and thirty-five thousand dollars is ap- 
propriated in this bill for engineering work, and 
that is but a smal! portion of the expense.”’

The Secretary of the Interior sent this week the 
following reply to Gov. Prince's request that troops 
be ordered into New Mexico to prevent further out- 
rages by White Caps: * The President wil! not in- 
terfere with troops until it is demonstrated that the 
Sheriff or U. 8.

COURT-MARTIAL CASES,

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


A pEsPATCH from San Francisco, Aug. 17, says: 
“The new cruiser San Francisco, during a pre- 
liminary trial trip on the bay yesterday, developed 
the highest rate of speed which she bas yet at- 
tained. With 120 pounds of steam and 120 revolu- 
tions her speed was at the rate of 19% knots per 
bour, which is three-quarters of a knot over con- 
tract requirement.” 

THE U. S. steamers Atlanta, Kearsarge, York- 
town, Petrel, Dolphin and Cushing left their ancb- 
orage at Boston at 930 Aug. 16 for Massachusetts 
Bay, where anv interesting series of manceuvres 
were performed. Tbe wharves and shipping on 
both sides of the stream were crowded with people, 
who gave the fleet a noisy send off. 

REAR ADMIRAL BELKNAP, under date of July 28, 
1890, reports the location of the ships of the Asiatic 
Station as follows: Omaha, at Yokohama; Mone 
ocacy, arrived at Taku, China, July 12; left same 
day tor Chefovu, where she arrived July 14; left on 
the 2lst and arrived at Shangbai July 24. Alliance 
left Honz Kong July 21; arrived at Amoy on the 
23d; will remain there five days and will then pro- 
ceed to Yokohama.

Tue A Fleet, under Sir George Tryon, left Fal- 
mouth on Wednesday, July 30, with the object of 
continuing its target practice and stvam evolutions. 
To facilitate operations with such a huge line of 
ironclads and cruisers it was arranged that the bat- 
tle-ships should be kept together and carry out 
their target practice simultaneously, whilst the 
cruisers should disperse. and carry out their firing 
independently. Even thus, however, it was neces- 
sary to avoid the immediate entrance to the Chan- 
nel, and a position was selected some thirty miles or 
so west of the Scilly [slands, in which direction the 
Admiral shaped his course on leaving Falmouth on 
Wednesday. 

Tue report of the Board of Survey on the Boston 
shows that vessel to be in need of quite an extensive 
overhauling. A new crank shaft and pumerous 
other repairs to ber machinery will be necessary. It 
will probably cost $30,000 to put ber in condition for 
sea service again, $10,000 under the Bureau of Con- 
struction and Repair and $20,000 under the Bureau 
of Steam Engineering. The report of the Boara of 
Survey has not yet been acted upon by the Navy 
Department. After the Ericsson ceremonies the 
Chicago and Atlanta will be docked for repairs. The 
probabilities are that all three of these vessels will 
be in the bands of Navy-yard workmen for thenext 
three months. 

THe Admiralty have ordered that the rate of speed 
of ships of war at which passages are to be made on 
general service is to be governed by the use of the 
following phrases in the sailing orders: ** Ordinary 
speed ;" this means that the engines are not to be 
worked at a power exceeding one fifth their speci- 
fied power with natural draught. ** With despatcb;”’

tems for the Baltimore's second trial discloses some 
very interesting facts. The Philadelphia's boilers 
bave more heating surface than those of the Balti- 
ore, yet the horse power developed was about 
1200 less. The reason for this is apparent from the 
data given above. In the Philadelphia the steam 
was cut off in the H. P. cylinders at about six- 
tenths of the atroke, although the valve gear will 
perwit a cutoff as late as about eight-tenths. From 
some of the officers who were on the trial it is 
learned that the boilers were not worked to their 


full capacity, 80 that there can be no doubt that 
they would have furnished enough steam for the 
engines following as far as the valve gear would 
permit. The question naturally arises why this waa 
not done. The answer is simple. The engines 
were making as many revolutions per minute 
as was safe without beating the journals, and to 
have admitted more steam would have driven them 
faster. What should have been done, as we can now 
see, was to give the propellers more pitch, which 
would bave allowed the same number of revolu- 
tions to be maintained with an increased mean 
pressure. 

It is probable that while the Philadelphia is at 
the Navy yard herscrews w have the pitch al- 
tered to about 21 feet, as the experience of the Bal- 
tim shows that this should be done to get the 
greatest speed.

Service.”” Tbe President, Aug. 11, approved the 
proceedings, findings and sentence, and Capt. Milti- 
more ceased, Aug. 25, 1890,-to be an officer of the 
Army. 

Maj. Amos 8. Kimball, Q. M. Dept., who was tried 
for neglect of duty in not discovering and report- 
ing the frauds in connection with the bire of quar- 
ters, was “honorably acquitted.”” In acting upon 
his case the President says: 

‘The proceedings are approved, except as to the 
admission of the contents of certain indorsements 
of the Department and Division commanders, in 
which the opinion was expressed that the accused 
had not been guilty of any negligence justifying bis 
trial. Even had those officers been present as sworn 
witresses their opinions upon the guilt or innocence 
of the accused could not legally bave been admitted. 
The objection of the Judge-Advocate should have 
been sustained. 

“| approve the findings of the Court, but cannot 
wholly exonerate Major Kimball from blame. He 
accepted responsibility for the fairness of the leases 
by executing them on behalf of the United States. 
His duty required, if he could not have personal 
knowledge of tbe facts, that he should demand of 
tbe local quartermaster, through whom they were

It may be that 
toe case against the accused was not technically 
established, but the evidence shows, I think, that 
Major Wham was privy, if not a party, to a device 
by whicb the United States paid in part for bis pri- 
vate quarters while he was drawing full commuta- 
tion o of quarters.” 

The following is the President’s endorsement in 
the case of Major Towar: “ This approval is given 
because a doubt extsts as to whether the accused 
was shown to be technically ewlty under the strict 
letter of the statute. lt is however clear, I think, 
from the evidence that the conduct of the accused 
was higbly reprehensible. The Government was 
made, under arrangements initiated at least by him 
to pay monthly rental of’ $35 for one room,ina

To the neiias of the Army and Navy Journal: 

THE difficulty in the Department of the Platte 
seems to have arisen from theacting judge advocate 
of the department differing from his colonel.

Commander W. H. Whiting, U. 8S. N., with aides, 
will bave charge at Pier A, and will superiotend the 
embarkation of the remains, and see tbat the wharf 
and ite surroundings are kept clear of unauthorized 
persons and vehicles. 

The Nina, preceded by the steam launches of the 
fleet in double column, and followed by the Catalpa 
and the pulling boats in double column, will pro- 
ceed to the U. 8. 8. Baltimore, on which vessel the 
remains wi'l be embarked. ‘Ihe order in column of 
the steam launches and boats, will be designated by 
senior flag officer present in the North River. Those 
officialiv invited to the ceremonies will take passage 
in the Nina and Catalpa. 

During the trausfer of the remains on the water 
from Pier A, to the Baltimore, minute guns will be 
fired by the Monitor Nantucket. 
On Aug. 22 the vessels that are to participate in 
the ceremonies will be moored io single column to 
the eastward of Ellis and Bediow's Islands. The 
Baltimore will anchor to the south ward of the white 
buoy to the northward and eastward of Ellis Island, 
and the remaining vessels will anchor by squadrons 
ov a line of bearing 8S. 33 W. (Magnetic) from the 
Baltimore, the squadron of the senior flag officer 
present next to the Baltimore followed by the vea- 
sels of the tlag officer next in rank. The vessels 
will be moored two cable lengths apart with 45 
fathoms of chain. 
Officers in charge of launches and pulling boats 
will report to the officer in charge of the boat for- 
mation, Commander Horace Elmer, U. 8. N., at Pier 
A by 2.30 P.M. No passengers will be allowed in 
steam launches or boats. 
On the arrival of the steam launches and boats at 
the Baltimore the formation will be broken, and all 
will return to their respective vessels.

The accommodations for officers and* crew are 
spacious, well ventilated and lighted. All the most 
approved modern appliances for exhausting vitiated 
air, and for incandescent lighting by electricity 
bave been incorporated in the design. 

The coal capacity is very large, reaching 2,000 
tons; at 10 knots speed per hour this wil] give the 
vesse! an endurance of 109 days or a radius of action 
of 26,240 knots, or in other words she will be able to 
steam around the world in 109 days without recoal 
ing. In appearance the vessel resembles closely an 
ordinary merchantmapn, the sides being néarly clear 
of projections or sponsons which ordinarily appear 
on vessels of war: she will have two signal masts, 
will have no wilitary tops on them, however. The 
function of the vessel is to destroy the commerce of 
an enemy, therefore, ber general appearance is such 
as to enable her to get within range before her char- 
acter is discovered. 

As a whole, this vessel will represent the latest 
idea of a powerful, economical protected commerce 
destroyer. The bull will be of steel; the vitals of 
the ship and its stability well protected, and the gun 
stations shielded against machine guns. 

The subdivision of the bullis such as to form a 








Unpber authority conferred upon the Navy De- 
partment by the act of Juve 30, 1890, plans for a pro- 
tected cruiser of about 7,300 tons displacement are 
being prepared. The cut, for which we are indebted 
to the courtesy of the New York Sun, shows the 
character of the vessel. 

The Department plans call for a vessel 400 feet 
lopg on the mean load line; beam moulded, £8 feet ; 
draugbt mean normal, 23 feet; extreme normal, 24 
feet; displacement normal, about 7.300 tons: speed 
sustained, 21 knots; and indicated borse power, 20, 
500. The main battery consists of four 6 inch 
B. L. R. of high power; eight 4-inch B. L. R., rapid 
firing; about 18 machine gans, and six torpedo 
tubes. 

The veszel will have three screws; one placed 
amidships as .o ordinary single serew vessels, and 
two others placed further forward, one on each 
side, as is usual im twin screw vessels. This arrange- 
ment bas been adopted by the Frencb for some of 
their later vessels. The machinery and boilers were 
designed by Engineer-in-Chief George W. Melville, 
U. 8. N., and consists of three sets of triple expan- 
sion vertical inverted cylinder engines, the centre 
screw being about 4-feet 6 inches below the otber 
two. Each engine is placed in a water-tight com- 
partment, and is complete ip every respect, so that 
the vessel may be propelled at a slow speed by the 
centre ecrew alone; by the two outer screws at a 
medium speed; and by the three screws when the 
highest rate of speed 1s required. Each shaft is 
fitted with a disengaging coupling so that when not 
in use the propellers are free to revolve. 

The great advantage of this arrangment is that it 
allows the machinery to be worked at its maximum 
aud most economics! number of revolutions at all 
rates of the vessel's speed; and each engine can al- 
ways be used for propelliag the vessel, an advan- 
tage of great importance, and ove that the arrarge- 
ment of two sets of engines working on the same 
screw does not possess. 

The steam pressure is 160 pounds. Diameter of 
high pressure cylinder, 42 inches; of intermediate 
pressure cylinder, 59 inches; of low pressure cyl- 
inder, 92 inches; stroke (common), 42 inches. Steel 
has been used wherever poesible so as to make the 
machinery as light as is consistent with safety. 

The total [. H. P. at 129 revolutions per minute and 
a foreed draught of one inch of water is 21,000 
horses. There are eight main double ended boilers, 


placed in four watertight compartments, and two 
single-ended, auxiliary boilers placed on the berth 
deck. The airtight fireroom system of forced 
draught is used. 

Total grate surface forthe main boilers, 1,221 eq. 
ft.; heating surface, 41,334.4 sq. ft.; total grate sur- 
face for auxiliary boilers, 64 eq. ft.; beating surface, 
1,937 sq. ft. All the bo‘lers are comstrested of steel 
for a working pressure of 160 pounds. 

The vital portions of the vessel are protected by 
an armored deck 4 inches thick on slopes and 2% 
inches on the flat: the apace between this deck auu 
the gun deck will be minutely subdivided by coal 
bunkers and storeroome; in addition to there a 
cofferdam 5 feet in width will be worked next to the 
ship's side tor the whole length of the vessel; in the 
buukers this will be filled with patent fue) forming 
a wall 5 feet thick against machine gua fire; the con- 
tents can also be utilized as fuel in emergency; for- 
ward aud abaft the coal bunkers, the coffer dam 
will be filled with some water-excluding substance 
similar to “woodite.” In wake of the four inch and 
macbine guns the ship’s side will be armored with 4 
and 2 inch plates. 

The 6inch guns are mounted in the open, pro- 


double bull below the water, and offers as great se- 
curity against damage from torpedo attack as can 
be given iv a vessel of this class.

NEW YORK CAMP OF INSTRUCTION. 
PEEKSKILL, N. Y., Aug 22, 1890 

Tue early morning drills on Friday were as usua! 
by battalion, skirmishing being interspersed with 
the school of the battalion. Little can be said of the 
work of the three battalions, it was simply a repeti- 
tion of the duty of the previous days, and while a 
great deal of ground was covered and the many 
movements of regimental! drill executed, there was 
the same lack of attention to details. Altogether 
too much burry on the part of the commanding offi- 
cers and teo little explanation to the commandants 
of compaaies and guides. Aftertbe guard mount 
the three battalions were formed in column of 
masses and a reconnoisance in force ordered, the 
enemy being on the bills in rear of the camp. 

Col. Smith, with the 6th Battalion under Capt. 
Kirby, beld the advance, the main body was the 7th 
Battalion, Capt. Rogers, while the 8th Battalion, 
Capt. Gaskill, was held as the reserve. Flankers 
were deployed and a skirmish line sent forward 
For two hours the tide of battle swayed from right 
to left, allthe troops were engaged and the forty 
rounds of blank ammunition issued to each mau 
successfully expended, The enemy was finally 
flanked and the troops returned to camp well tired 
with their morning's exertions. The plan of battle 
was well carried out, and Col. Bicon expressed bim- 
selfas well satisfied with the duty performed by 
officers and men. The dress parade of the evening 
was again as a brigade in line of masses, Lieut. Col. 
Smith being in command. The formations were 
rapid and good, the steadiness of the men and the 
exevution of the manual of arms excellent. The 
march past by companies closed the ceremony. Bat- 
talion drills were beld on Saturday worning wi'h 
tbe usual result, and after guard mount the reg - 
ment was mustered for pay, and the tour of duty cf 
the 2d Provisional Regiment virtually ended. In 
many puints the week was a tho-oughb success. Co', 
Bacon had the command well io band, and through 
his theoretica) lectures enabled the officers and nun - 
coms. to comprehend the intricacies of the school of 
the battalion, and,as we said before, bad more at- 
tention been paid to the minor details, and a clearer 
explanation of the several movements during the 
drills been given to commanding officers, the com- 
mund would have been excellent indeed. Even as 
it was, it was a revelation to see tbe result of the 
week's good work and ion everything but the senti- 
nel duty the regiment deserves the greatest credi'*. 

The week closed with a very disagreeable inci- 
dent, viz: The arrest of Col. Bavon by the sheriff of 
Peekskill on a charge of criminal assault. It ap- 
pears that during the week several of the boatmen 
plying between Peekskill and camp had been found 
smuggling whiskey to the wen, and on this fact be 
ing reported to tne colonel be ordered the men from 
the grounds. One mao resisted and was for- 
cibly ejected; be made a charge before a justice 
of the peace, and a warrant for the colonel’s arrest 
was granted. He gave bail for his appearance at 
trial apd returned to camp ip time for dinner. It 
was a pultry cbarge and should not have been en- 
tertained by the justice. These boatmen give an 
endless amount o1 trouble to the officers at the 
camp. but as they are licensed by the Peekskill au- 
thorities they cannot be suppressed. Immediately 
after dinner the several companies left for tr eir 
homes, leaving the lith Separate Co., of Mount Ver 
pon, in charge of the camp.

THE SIXTY-NINTH IN CAMP 


In order that the 69th might make a parade in 
New York on the mourning of Saturday, Aug. 16, 
Colonel Story, Assistant Commissary General, sent 
the steamboat which was to bring the regiment to 
Peekekill to pier 3, East River, instead o° as in- 
tepded at the 5'b street pier. The result of this 
kindness was that the regiment was late in embark- 
ing, late in their arrrival at camp, and extremely 
late in getting their quarters in snape. lt was al- 
most tattoo before al! were settled and for the first 
time this season the evening dress parade was 
omitted. The morning reports of Sunday showed the 
following strength of the regiment in camp: Field 
and Staff. 17; Companies A, 48; B. 69; C,72; D, 86 
E, 66; F, 64; G, 71; BH, 81; I, 59; K, 62; a total of 
36 officers aod 658 men— 604. 

Suuoday wasa day of rest, but the camp was ip- 
vaded by friends of the regiment who kept things 
pretty lively. This with the anticipated excursion 
of the veterans of the regiment who were to com: 
by boat served to occupy toe time of the soldiers. 
Supper paseed and the signa! for dress parade 
sounded, still the «xcursionists did not%rrive. By 
tbis time the men bad recovered from the extrem: 
tiredness and the fatigues of Saturday night, and io 
white trousers and belmets with the full dress coat 
the regiment presented a very handsume appearance 
‘Lhe dress parade as a ceremony was but fairly cou- 
ducted, showing @ very large amouut of greennes* 
in both officers and meno. The aligoments of com- 
panies were poor and the manual decidedly ragged. 

At about 830 Pp. M.,and in the midst of a drench- 
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ing rain, the stean: boat whistle announced the arri- 
val of the long-looked for excursion party, and 
shortly afterward about 500 of the party reached 
camp. Hardly had they reached the grounds when 
the signal to return was given, the boats cast off and 
these unfortunate men, women and children were 
left in the camp. About 300 managed to reach Peek- 
skilland returped to New York by special train, 
while the officers and men of the regiment did the 
best they could for those who were forced to stay. 
In the morning Col. Story and Mr. Windboltz fed 
the hungry excursionists and got them off in the 
early trains. It is to be hoped that the veterans and 
the comrades of Shiel Post will prosecute tbe cap- 
tain of the steamboat. and that General Headquar- 
ters will prohibit excursions in camp in the future. 

A company skirmish drill in the early morning of 
Monday served to reveal how litile the offivers and 
men knew of this portion of the tactics, buc by per- 
sistent efforts much improvement was shown, and 
the details of deployments and rallys were fairly 
understood. The guard mount was a oy per- 
formance, but under the instruction of Capt. Thurs- 
ton improvement is certain tocome. At 9.80 the 
regiment divided in wings, the right under Lieut. 
Col. Moran baving the main field, while the left 
under Maj. Duffy occupied the new parade ground. 
These midday drills were in the school of the bat- 
talion, and was rudimentary, both instructors seek- 
ing to find out just how much the officers and men 
knew. There were working drills, and the time was 
well spent. inthe afternoon these wings were out 
again, this time for battalion skirmish. The work 
was tery crude, officers and men being almost as 
green as the plumes in their helmets; still improve- 
ment was shown, and better results were looked for 
before the close of the week. The dress parade of 
the evening, while not being a first class ceremony, 
showed improvement over the previous day. 

THE WORK OF THIS WEEK. 

Tuesday opeved with drills by company, con- 
siderable attention being paid to the okirmiab. As 
these drills were under the supervision of the tield 
officers, who called special attention to the many 
defects of the company commanders, a marked im 
provement was shown, still not anything like what 
was to be expected. It was very evident that this 
portion of the tactics had beep neglected during the 
winter drills at the armory, but on both fields 
every effort was made to make up for lost time. 
The men were ready and willing to learn, but un- 
tortuvately the officers and non-com. officers were 
not well up in their several duties and things 
dragged. he guard mount of this day was but a 
sorry ceremony; the formation was bad, the men 
unsteady and the Ist sergeants careless. At the 
close Capt. Thurston decided to take a hold, and the 
Ist sergeants and the detail for the following day 
were taken in band, and in the afternoon given an 
object lesson that they will not soon forget. Cap- 
tain Thurston is thorough, and the results of bis 
hammering is certain to tellon the non-coms. As 
on Monday, the regiment was divided into wings 
for the mid-day drill, and during the evolutions of 
the battahons tbe hard work of the field officers 
was apparert. The right wing, uuder Lieut.-Col. 
Moran, was given a hard dose of the manual and 
loadings and firings, and the carelessness of com- 
pany instruction was seen at once: the command- 
ing officer, assisted by Col. Phisterer, had to make 
numerous corrections. There is no possible excuse 
for the companies of the 60th being deficient in the 
execution of the manual. in the marching move- 
ments the men were fairly well, but the officers 
were nervous and seem afraid to opeu tbeir 
mouths. There was no snapin giving commands, 
and as a consequence the execution was lhistiess. On 
the new field Major Duffy bad the left wing, and as 
he is a believer in progression, he was pounding 
away with might aod main, assisted | Capt. Fred. 
Hoimes of the 23d Brooklyn, the drill inspector of 
the camp. Major Duffy is clear and concise in bis 
explanations, aod though he was handicapped by 
baving several new lieutenants in command of 
companies, the work was most satisfactory. The 
movements were rattled off in lively fashion, and 
when errore were committed they were corrected at 
once and the movement repeated until it was thor- 
oughly understood. 

In the afternoon of this day Col. Phisterer, as- 
sisted by Capt. Holmes, had the non-coms. of the 
regiment out for a skirmish drill, with a result that 
was most astonishing to even the men themselves. 
The Colonel's explanations were clear and quickly 
comprehended by the men, so that this drill must 
be considered the most instructive up to this time, 
and though the weatber was far from comfortable 
the interest was such that the men showed not the 
slightest evidence of being tired or overheated. 
There was snap and go to this drill that was appre- 
ciated by everybody. In it was a lesson to the offi- 
cers of the 6th that we trust they will profit by; 
firmness and decision in command and an immedi- 
ate correction of individual errors. lt might with 
justice be said thac the 68th Regiment are heavily 
nandicapped by baving a number of officers who 
have apparently outlived their usefulness as soldiers. 
These officers are careless and slouchy, and while 
they may at one time have been sharp instructors 
and have been thoroughiy familiar with tactics, 
they to-day seem to have forgotten what they have 
learat and command their companies in that listless 
fashion which hasa most depressing effect on the 
men. These officers should receive a dose of the 
medicine once given by Gen. Jourdan to the officers 
of the 13th: “ d or resign, book up or leave.” 
Their resignations would be a benefit to the 69ch 
Regiment. A fair dress parade closed the day's 


work. 

Notwithstanding the rainstorm of Wednesday 
morning the assembly for company drill was re- 
sponded to with alacrity, showing the eagerness of 
the men to become proficient in their duties. Indeed 
it was surprising to note the absence of skirkers in 
this regiment, and no matter what the duty or what 
the hour the men readily respond to the drum calls. 
The guard mountof this day evidenced the good 
work of Capt. Thurston, and though it could not be 
termed a faultiess ceremony it was a remarkably 
goad one. The usual battalion drills were beld from 
9.30 to 11.30 a. M., and after dinner Col. Moran had 
his wing out for skirmish work, while Maj. Duffy 
took the non-.coms. of the left wing and forcibiy 
explained to them their duties as guidesand file 
closers. Both drills were most instructive and were

as rocks, the manual excellent, while the march o 
in echelon under the sergeants could not bave been 
improved upon. However, the monkey business of 
moving the officers by the rigbt and left flank to the 
rear at the close of the parade, their “all around the 
mulberry bush” formation while the sergeants 
were in command, and their being a tail to the band 
op leaving the field could well have been omitted. 
_ Gen. Porter returned to camp on Wednesday even 
ing aod the field officers were anxious to show to 
bim the ap made by the regiment during its 
three days in camp. Lieut.-Col. Moran had his 
wipg on the new field in a battalion skirmish drill, 
in which they used blank cartridges, and though 
not as successful as could be desired, was a most sat- 
isfactory evidence of the good work done with the 
battalion. The drill asa whole was a most success- 
ful one, though not without faults, caused mainly 
by the incompetency of a few company commanders. 
On the main field and in front of the General's 
quarters Major Duffy had his left wing, and officers 
and men were apparently keyed to the very top 
noteb. The School of the ttalion was fully 
illustrated, all the movements being executed on the 
march. The close column formations were excellent, 
the deployments exact, while the promptness of offi 
cers and guides were nearly all that could be desired. 
Asa working drill it was a great success and shows 
what can he accomplished when the beart is in the 
work. The major closed with a battalion skirmish 
drill by the numbers, in which he also expended a 
large amount of blank ammunition. 

The duty thus far rendered by the 69th has been 
of a most satisfactory character and has fully 
atoned for the lapse of the first evening in camp, 
and the unfortunate picnic of Sunday night. The 
regiment is bolding its reputation as being one of 
the best in the State. 





REGULARS AND NATIONAL GUARDSMEN. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


I REGRETTED very much to see in the JOURNAL of Aug. 
16. the seutiments expressed by a cor upeat at Mount 
Gretna. No doubt there is an element of truth in what he 
cage ing the relations Letweep the Regulars and the 
militia, but it is precisely on this account—if no tier 
reason even existed—that camps of instruction at which the 
two bodies of troops served together should be continued. 
It the average militiaman is prone to imagine that a certain 
precision in the performance of evolutions in tactics now 
obselete (practically) comprise the whole art of war, he 
should be furnished with an object lesson to teach him the 
contrary. If the professional soldier looks down upon the 
the militiaman as an amateur “ playing soldier,” he enter- 
tains a most im proper, erroneous, and misc bievous idea. 

As a matter of fact, however, while these nutions ma 
obtain among juniors in grade and rank of both arme, su 
views are not beid by those holding tions of trust and 
importaace, aud it is the opinion of the latter to which we 
must attach weight. There are many of the higher officers 
of the militia who have made a study of the art of war, and 
have a ar knowledge theoretically—and in some cases 
practicaily—of that which pertains to the military profes 
sion. It would be absurd to imagioe that such men should 
attach no importance to the valuable object lesson pre- 
sented by the presence of the Regulars at a camp of in- 
struction in conjunction with miliua, While, on the other 
band, all Army officers of rank with whom I have con- 
versed on the subject consider the b fi tual 

In my opinion it is a great mistake for troops iu camps of 
instruction to practice manoeuvres which they are sup 
to perfect themselves ip upvun the drill-, round or at the ar- 
mory. They should leave reviews, parades, qonaeny and 
battalion drill, etc., alone, and confine themselves to learn 
ing allthe “ points” in guard Gots. grand guards, and the 
minor operations of war generally. The lenztb of time for 
which cawps of instruction are established ia, for the militia, 
too short. But little can be learned in a week. In doubie 
this time most of the course can be gone through with, or 
at any rate much valuabie information obtained. 

Of late years tbe Regulars bave had some Sopertuaty of 
exercisiug upd of being instructed fn the minor operations 
of war—not sufficiently, it 1 true, but all that circum- 
stances wil! ey of—aod while it cannot by any means 
be claimed that they are thoroughly iostructed, it can, with 

ropriety, be asserted that (asa rule) what they know they 

now well. What they will present, therefore, for the 
emulation of their bretbren of the militia will be the ex- 
ample of a neat and well-dwciplined body of men in good 
order, their tents well pitched, their camp perfectly po- 
liced, and food well cooked, and the relation between the 
enlisted man and comm officer precisely what it 
should be. All this, of itself, will prove a most valuable 
lesson. Add to this illustrations in minor operations of 
war aod otber ioformatiou in military matters pot learned 
at the armory, and the instruction will be complete. 

“ All for use and nothing for show ” should be the motto. 
The Governor should be politely requested to keep away 
from camp, unless be came unofficially. 

For myself, I bave and always have had—siace I have 
been a soldier—a great for the militia, for 1 appre- 
ciate that they preserve their military existence under the 
most tryiog circumstances, yy A do, very little 
assistance or encouragement from the Legisiatures of their 
respective States. 

There # one thing though that needs reform sadly in the 
militia, and that is the improper relation between the 
enlisted man and the officer. No doubt Ger of the = 
vates are superior in social position to their officers, but 
this fact should not in the preveot former from 
paying tbe latter, while on military duty, proper respect and 
strict obedience, as it shvuld positively preclude any social 
intercourse whatever between them for the time beiug. 
The guif between the enlisted man ana the officer that ob- 
tains in the Regular Army and that is so often sarcastically 

0 y 2 certain ciuss of citizens who do not know 
what they are talking about, is one of its very best feat ures. 
Without it discipline would languish. I speak now of a 
social gulf that not in the preciude the estab 
lishment of kiadly relations between the officer and bis 
men, or the entertainmeat of a mutual respect founded upon 
correct priociples. This so-called gulf always bas existed 
and always wiil exist so long as we propose to maintain a 
disciplined military force. A. D.

In the issue of the JOURNAL of Aug. 16 a correspondent 
from the encampment at Mt. Gretnoa, Pa., doubts whether 
any good results from presence of Regular truops io 
National Guard camps; in fact he expressiy says that the 
two services bave nothing in and should not be 
brought together in one camp.

cular! The one does his work for a stipulated compen- 
sation, as a matter of business; the other asaa act of good 
citizenship, and should not be so barshly referred to as your 
correspondent does. Toe higher officers in the Guard, aod 
many of the company officers, as well as the rank aod file, 
are veterans of the late war,and have seen, possibly, as 
much service as your correspoodeot, There are many re- 
tired aod ex-Army officers Oo our rosters, and aneey 
there is as bigh an de corps, in fact I think muc 
bigher, asa rule, than in the Army. As to discipline, its 
not up to the Army standard for two reasons—one is we do 
not want it, or need it, and the second, it is unwited to the 
Guard. It is not from ignorance but choice that the reias 
are less tightly drawn. The men are of a class that do not 
peed such restraioing iofluences, and under the circum- 
stances of their service would be restive under it; ia fact 
the force could not be kept up under any such theory. The 
Guard is now thirteen years old, and 90 man can point toa 
single instance of misbehavior sioce its ureanization, when 
oo active service. Its very numerous calls for service bave 
amply demonstrated the bigh soldierly spirit of ite mem- 
bers, their patriotic self-sacrifice, and uncom plaising endur- 
ance of severe trials. 

I bave, in common with the vast majority of my brother 
Officers in the Guard, ao enthusiastic admiration of our 
magnificent little Army. At the same time I am very uu- 
willing to admit that its mecbods must be our staaodard ia 
all cases. Io Iowa we fully appreciate the vilue of jolat 
camps, and it would be a serious humiliation to us if the 24 
U. 8. lofantry, who bave camped with us for two years, 
looked upon us as your correspondent says mavy Army 
officers do on the Guard 19 general.

Two Privates, Borstleman and Joseph F. McDon- 
ald, of Co. D, 22d N. Y., were tried by a G. C. M.. of 
which Captain H. C. Aspinwall, 12th Regt., was president, 
in tbe Tist Regiment armory, Aug. 19, on charges preferred 
by Capt. Bartlett, viz: Drunkenness and the loss of their 
rfies on June 12 last, at Creedmoor. Borstleman told a 
very straightforward story. After dinner, the accused 
claimed that he was sick and not intoxicated, and that bia 
rifle was stacked with the other pieces of his company. He 
was taken sick and fainted, and instead of reporting on the 
range, proceeded to the train close by and remained there 
until the regiment came on board. His sickness, it was 
claimed, was reported to the captain on the train. McDon- 
ald testified that be was in attendance upon Bostiemao dur- 
ing the latter's sickness, and helped bim to the train.

It cer- 
tainly seems a waste of good money to convene a General 
Court-martial on such a smal! case, which, as we previously 
stated, belongs to a regimental court. 


Cel. Slade, of the Londoa Rifle Brigade, in conjunction 
with Lieut.-Col. Wallace, of the King’s Roya! Rifle Corps, is 
the inventor of a new und improved eqnipment for soldiers, 
at present being supplied to the volunteers, and very highly 
spoken of. The equipment consists of waist belt (with three 
buckles ut back tor attaching braces and mess-tin straps), 
braces which support the whole of the kit and the ammupi- 
tion pouches; great coat, rolled in waterproof sheet, at- 
tacbed at the back by straps to waist belt ; meas-tin, in oil- 
skin cover, placed above great coatand attached by straps 
to braces and waist belt; waterproof baversack, bound with 
leather, and carried slung across the left shoulder (or can be 
carried at back in place of valise for light marching order), 
valise carried above mees-tin and attached by slings to the 
braces; two pouches of buff leather, containing 70 rounds 
of bali cartridge, one ingeniously fitted to carry ten rounds 
of loose ammunition fitted singly in pockets to prevent them 
falling out—a common fault in the ordinary pouch—two 
rounds being available for immediate use without opening 
the pouch, and called emergency rounda, The advantages 
claimed are: 1. It is lighter. 2. Hus fewer straps, and is 
more easily put together. 3. It is more comfortable and less 
likely to gall or rub the wearer. 4. When ammunition is 
carried the weight is more easily distributed. 5. The arms 
are perfectly free. 6. The pouches sit better on the waist 
belt, the cartridges are not so liable io fall out, and when a 
full supply of ammuopition is carried the sides and lower 
part of the body ere not liable to be rubbed or gailed. 7. 
The valise is smaller and lighter than the old pattern. 8. 
The valise can be put on or taken off in a few seconds, with- 
out ip any way interfering with the rest of the equipment. 
9. When the valise is not worn, the baversack, waterproof 
sheet, great coat, or blanket, can be carried in its place.

OFFICE AND OFFICER—ELIGIBILITY. 


AN officer of the U. 8S. Army, retired from active 
service on three-quarters pay. on account of age, 
uoder Revised Statutes of the United States, sevtions 
1254-1259, and Laws of the United States of 1882, 
chapter 254, though he still remains a part of the 
Army,and may be appointed to certain duties in 
connection with the Soldiers’ Home, under certain 
circumstavces, and who has not been assigned to 
any duty by the Federal Government after such re- 
tirement does not hold a Federal office within the 
meaning of the Laws of New York of 1888, chapter 
584, providing that the aqueduct commissioners 
appointed by the mayor ot the city of New York 
“shall bold no other Federal, State, or municipal 
office.” A * public office’ has been defined by this 
court to be “a permanent trust to be exercised in 
behalf of the government, or of al! citizens who may 
need the intervention ofa public functionary or offi- 
cer. * * * It means a right to exercise gener- 
ally, and in all proper cases, the functions of & pub- 
lic trust or employment, and to receive the fees and 
emoluments belonging to it, and to hold the place 
and perform the duty for the term and by the 
tenure prescribed by law.” (In re Hathaway, 71 
N. Y., 238), and = 4 the Supreme Court of the United 
States as “a public station or employment con- 
ferred by the appointment of government. . The 
term embraces the ideas of tenure, duration, emolu- 
ment and duties.’ United States v. Hartwell, 6 
Wall. 385; United States v. Germaine, 99 U. 8. 508. 
Neither of these detinitions, we think, applies to the 
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defendant after his retirement, and at the time the 
appointment in question was made; and we can 
find nothing in the circumstance that he was en- 
titled, under the act of Congress, to certain rights 
and privileges, and subject to the rules and articles 
of war, that brings the case within the policy of the 
disqualitying clause of the statute, whether that 
policy was to secure to the State, under the author- 
ity of whicb the appointment was made, the benefit 
of bis individual time and talents, or to guard 
against the influences to which the occupancy of a 
Federal office might subject him. The decisions 
cited from the Court of Claims and the United 
States Supreme Court (United States v. Tyler, 105 
U. 8S. 244) hold that retired officers are ig the mili- 
tary service of the United States in the Bense that 
they are entitled to what is known as “longevity 
pay. That proposition may be and is conceded ; 

ut it does not prove that such a privilege, secured 
by special statute, in the nature of compensation 
for years of past faithful service, makes the bene- 
ficiary the incumbent of a Federal office. The case of 
State v. De Gress, 53 Tex. 387, certainly does hold 
that an Army officer on the retired list holds a 
Federal office, within the meaning of a statute of 
that State similar to the provision contained in 
chapter 584 of the Laws of 1888. That conclusion 
was reached however by assuming thatsuch a result 
must necessarily follow from the Federal decisions 
bolding that the is in he military service, anda 
member of the Army—considerations which, we 
think, do not control the question. June 3, 1890, 
People v. Duane. Opinion by O’Brien, J. Affirm- 
ing N. Y. Supp. 439.—Quoted in Albany Law Jour- 
nal,

GLADSTONE AND THE PHONOGRAPH. 


Tue London Daily News of July 25 says: 

* Mr. Gladstone is to-day the possessor of a library 
of voices. At Edison House, Northumberland 
avenue, yesterday, he was presented with the phon- 
ograph into which he first delivered his voice for 
tranuemission to the United States of America some 
months ago. With the instrument he received the 
tiny cylinders bearing the ‘ voice letters’ of Ameri- 
ean friends, among them Gen. Sherman, Senator 
Evarts and Mr. Carnegie. The cylinders, besides re- 
producing these salutations to Mr. Gladsone as they 
were spoken into the phonograph at the Lawyers’ 
Club in New York in April last, yield up the record 
of resolutions passed at that meeting precisely as 
they were read by Gen. Sherman on that occasion. 
Mr. Gladstone may any time he likes hear the reso- 
lutions read with startling distinctness in the firm 
military tones of Gen. Sherman, just as at the New 
York meeting ‘ to receive Mr. Gladstone's voice’ he, 
not being present, yct speaking, was heard by those 
who attended there. 

“Mrs, Gladstone came with ber husband to re- 
ceive the resolutions sent to him from New York, 
for this was the ostensible object of the meeting at 
Edison House. The presentation of the phonograph 
was a surprise, at all events to most of those present. 
These included Mr. Booker, her Majesty's Consul- 
General at New York (who had also been present at 
the New York meeting); Cul. E. P. Vollum, and 
Mr. Cunningham, Pay Director of the U.S. Navy 
The Duke of Cambridge had been invited, and had 
replied that only military duties out of London kept 
him from being present to hear the voice of Gen. 
Sherman. Mr. Chauncey M. Depew, unable to be 
present, wrote of Mr. Gladstone: * No foreign states- 
man sisce Lafayette has been beld in such venera- 
tion and affection by the American people. If he 
could visit us he would receive welcome and ovation 
unprecedented iu the hospitality of nations. As he 
cannot cross the ocean we rejoice that the genius 
of our wonderful countryman, Mr. Edison, has car- 
ried his voice and spoken words to his friendsin the 
United States.’”’ 

In his reply to the address of presentation by Col 
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Gourand Mr. Gladstone said: “The character of the 
meeting which was kind enough to accept that let- 
ter gives it great additional distinction and weight 
in my eyes. The name of Gen. Sherman supplies it 
witb the highest passport of respect that apything 
coming from America could possibly require or 
could possibly receive in this country. I bave bad 
the pleasure of a slight acquaintance with Gen. 
Sherman, and even that slight acquaintance bas 
been quite enough to enable me to believe and com- 
prebend in some degree both the nature of the ser- 
vices be has rendered and the position which he en- 
Joys in the affection of his country.”

Nor is it at all certain that with an 
electric light projector the submarine seaman will 
be able to see his way clear of obstacles. [t has been 
noticed by an explorer that at tiie distance of a few 
yards below the surface all light is so blue thet even 
ared object lost its natural appearance. Herein is 
evidently trouble when submarine navigation be- 
comes more geveral. When port or starboard lights 
are indistinguishable, collisions are sure to be fre- 
quent.—Army and Navy Gazette.

Tbe highest success depends un the moral 
character, The path of right is the path to 
honor and fame. Success is measured not 
chiefly by money or office, but by character;

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REPORT OF FIELD INSTRUCTION* 
OF TROOPS IN THE DEPARTMENT OF THE MISSOURI, 1889. 


HEADQUARTERS, DEPT. OF THE MISSOURI, 
Fort LEAVENWORTH, KANSAS, > 
Nov. 9, 1889. 
The Adjutant General of the Army, Through Hdgars. 
Division of the Missouri : 

Sm: I have the honor to report that the concen- 
tration of the troops in this Department, and their 
practice in the “field operations simulating the 
operations of actual war,” contemplated and inaug- 
urated by General Orders No. 105, Hdqrs. of the 
Army, Dec. 4, 1888, have been attended by the 
most gratifying results. This has been shown by 
the marked, and even enthusiastic, desire of offi- 
eers and men, to profit by the instruction, a pal- 

able proof of the wisdom and necessity for real- 
istic field training. 
PREPARATION. 

The plan for field instruction in this Department 
{contained in General Orders No. 12, Dept. Mo., 
July 29, 1889, hereto appended) was published to 
the troops two months in advance of the date fixed 
for concentration. Post commanders were in- 
structed to employ this interval of time, in the care- 
fal theoretical instruction of their commands, to 
enable them to carry out thoroughly the details of 
the exercises. 

THE MARCH. 

The Camp of Instruction for the Department was 
established in the Indian Territory, south of Ar- 
kansas City, Kansas, on Chilocco Creek, and was 
designated in General Orders No. 14, Dept. Mo., 
August 13, 1889, as Camp Schofield. 

At this point were concentrated troops from 17 
widely-separated posts and camp, extending over 
an area from Western Colorado to the Missouri 
River. 

The details of the movements of concentration 
are given in General Orders No. 14, D. M., Aug. 
13, 1889, hereto appended. 

The full training value of the long marches was 
obtained by enjoining a strict conformity to condi- 
tions of actual warfare. Officers were required to 
march in their places equipped as contemplated in 
the Regulations; the troops to carry the field equip 
ment. 

It wis provided that, under favorable conditions, 
the commanding officers of the marching columns 
should require the troops to make forced, marches 
and other tests In marching, with a view to new 
information on interesting questions that have been 
open to discussion. In the mounted commands, 
perwission was grantei to make tests of the capac 
ity ot the horses to march unshod, or partially 
shod. 

The reports on these interesting subjects are here 
to appended, marked A and B. 


THE CAMP, 

In order to facilitate instruction, it was decided 
at the outset to assume a realistic military stiua 
tion and to carry forward the exercises ordered fo 
the **Course of lastruction,” as a connected and 
progressive mlittary operation 

With this view, Circular No. 10, c. s.. D»pt. Mo., 
was prepared (c>py in full below) and was pu lished 
to the troops, and copies distributed to ail the off 
cers assembling at Camp Schofield, in time to reach 
them as they arrived. This circular was aceom 
panied by a plan of the position on Chilocco Jreek 
(copy hereto appended, marked ©). 

The arriving troops, wi'hout delay, mirched to 


the camps as-igned them, and by the morning of 


Sept. 22 were all in po.1tion on the Citloceo, 
The line thus establish.d exten ed for 24 miles 
along the north side of Chiloce> Creek, 


All the camps occupied high ground commanding 
the valley of the stream, 

Thus the sanitary conditions 
and drainage perfect 

The water in Chilocco and Spring Creeks was 
ample for the stock, and approaches to the streams 
had been prepared along their courses. The de- 
sirability of a purer supply of water for the troops 
than could be obtained from the streams hid been 
foreseen. Pipe wells fitted with force pumps were 
sunk at convenient intervals on the line, and the 
excellent water found in springs in the vicinity 
was brought in iron pipes to points accessi yle to the 
troops.

COURSE OF INSTRUCTION, 


Experience having determined that the best re- 
sults in practical field training could be obtained 
by continued and connected exercises, based upon 
an assumed military situation, to which the organ- 
zation and location of the troops should, during 
the period of instruction, correspond, the exer- 
cises in the prescribed course, commencing on the 
morning of the 23d of September, were arranged 
to proceed as realistic and connected operations, 
conforming to the military situation and organiza- 
tion set forth in the following circular: 


Hpgrs. DEPT. OF THE Missouri, i 
Fort Leavenworth Kan., Sept. 14, 1889. | 
(Circular No. 10 } 

In order to carry forward to the best advantage 
the plan for field instruction aunounced in General 
Orders No. 12, currert series, these Headquarters, 
the troops assembling at Camp Schofield, L. T., will 
zo into position, facing south, on the line of the 
Chiloeco Creek. The infantry as one brigade of two 
battalions, will occupy the line from Rock Spring 
to Spring Creek. The cavalry as one brigade of two 
regiments, will extend the infantry line—a regi- 
ment on each flank. 

The batteries representing the artillery of a di- 
vision, will be held in rear of the line east of Spring 
Creek. The field bospital will be established in rear 
of the line, on Spring Creek, west of that stream. 

To give semblance of reality for purposes of ir- 
struction to the general military situation it is in- 
tended to represent, the existence will 
of the two remaining brigades of an infantry d- 
vision stationed within one marchin rear, The ac- 
tual infantry and artillery force present will thus 
represent a brigade of infantry, with the divisional 
artillery thrown forward in observation aloug a 
stream and covering the concentration of an infant 
ry division. 

he cavalry force will represent a brigade of cav- 
alry, temporarily attached to the infantry division, 
engvged in exteuding the line of observation along 
ind covering the space nocessary for 
the deployment of the (assumed) infantry brigades 
in rear. 

It will be borne in mind that the object of practi- 
cal field training, in time of peace, ix to prepare offi- 
‘ers and men for active service, by practice in those 


formations and dispositions which can be represent- | 
ed in a manner 


resembling the reality of actual 
wa-fare. : 

This obiect can be best attained and the instruc 
tion thereby facilitated, by assuming a general mil- 
itary situation, or motive, upon which the exercises 
ordered for the “Course Instruction” way be 
based, thus affording practice in a connected and 
progres-ive military operation 

To this end the fi will be organized to conform 
to the situation above given.

Formations for Attack and Defence. 

The formations for attack and defence in which 
practice is desired, are those adapted to the in- 
creased range rapidity of fire and accuracy of mod- 
ern breech loading arms. 

These dispositions will conform to the general 
principles established by the experience of recent 
7 as set forth in the memoranda furnished here- 
with. 

The exercises of the first and second days will be 
considered as drills, taking place within the line of 
outposts, with no reference to the general plan of 
operations. 

With this view, cavalry regimental and infantry 
battalion commanders, will each select suitable 
grounds to the rear of the camps, and will exercise 
their com mands in taking up positions for defence, 
and in attacks carried forward over several hun- 
dred yards of diversified ground. The positions to 
be carried aud the points on which the mounted 
charges are to be delivered, will be marked by flags. 

No attempt will be made to obtain concert of 
aoe bet ween the different com maads during these 

rilla. 

On the first day, regimental and battalion com- 
manders, under the supervision of the brigade 
commanders, will act as instructors, and are ex- 
pected to give careful attention to the details, halt- 
ing their lines to correct faulty dispositions if ne- 
cessary, at any stage of the aitacks. 

The practice for the second day will be conducted 
in the same manner by brigade. Under the super- 
vision of the chief of artillery, the batteries will 
devote the first four days to target practice, and 
exercises in the selection of suitable positions for 
attack and defence; the location of a supposed 
enemy being indicated by targets or selected natural 
marks. 

if the conditions are favorable the batteries may 
be ordered to joim in the brigade attacks on the 
second day. 

Outposts. 

At asuitable early hour on the morning of the 
third day, the outpo:ts will be established m the 
following manner: 

The iofantry brigade commander, covered by 
patrols thrown forward, will make a rapid recon- 
pDaissance ip person, of the ground in his front. 

He will select, with due regard to the strength of 
his command; the limit, to the front, of the line of 
obeervation, the points of resistance to be held by 
the supports and the roads to be covered, The de- 
tails for outpost service will be assembled in the 
brigade camp and turned over toa brigade cfficer 
of the day, who will rapidly establish the outposts, 
under general instructions from the brigade com- 
mander. Pickets and supports will be sent by the 
nearest practicable lines to the positions they are to 
occupy. The line when established will be rectified, 
end inspected by the brigade commauder. 

The cavalry regimental commanders will, in like 
manner, cover their respective fronts with outposts 
connecting with the iofantry line. The cavalry 
brigade commander will! establish detached posts ou 
the flanks, at such points as in his judgment may be 
nevessary, in view of the assumed proximity of the 
enemy. Tne cavalry will also patrol! the whole line 
within a limit of one mile to the front, the inner 
patrols of the respective regiments communicating 
opposite the centre, 

In addition to the foregoing

try. Thelimit of advance wil! be fixed not to ex- 
ceed five miles, and to each troop will be attached

Passing the outposts the troops will be subdivided 
into patrols and support, each patrol under a com- 
missionei osficer. Communication b-tween the 
patrols of the respective regiments will be tah- 
lished opposite the centre of tbe position on ¢

of about three-quarters of a mile will push forward 
to the limit assigned. 

rhe reconnaissance sketches obtained will be sub- 
mitted to Division Headquarters within 24 bours.

in order to prevent accidents, the men will not 
be allowed to retain any ball cartridges in their pos- 
session.

The time available for the instruction of the 
united command, was subdivided into three weekly 
periods (see General Orders No. 12, c. s., Dept. 
Mo.) To each period, exercises of a specific char 
acter were assigned, so arranged as to lead progres 
sively to operations of hostile contact, and special 
problems. _ 

FIRST PERIOD. 


Formations for Attack and Defence, and Disposi- 
tions for Security and Information of Troops 
in Camp. 
At 8 o’clock on the morning of the 23d of Sep- 

tember the exercises in the ‘*Course of Instruction” 
were inaugurated by the assembly of the battalions 
and regiments, for practice in modern formations 
for attack and defence. It was apparent that the 
battalion and regimental commanders had studied 
the memoranda furnished for their guidance, in 
Circular No. 11, ¢. s., Hdqrs. Dept. Mo., copy 
hereto appended, and it was noticed that officers 
and men alike evinced interest in the drills. This 
being the case, and in consequence of the import- 
ance of the instruction, a third day, not contem- 
plated in the orginal order, was devoted to this 
practice. 

The rolling and diversified character of the high 
ground in rear of the camps, afforded an excellent 
fie'd for the simulated imfantry attacks. Deploy- 
ing their battalions under cover of the hills, at 
fifteen to eighteen hundred yards from the positions 
to be carried, the battalion commanders pushed 
forward their firing lines to the crests, from whicha 
view of the hostile fronts, marked for the purpose, 
could be obtained. 

From these points, the attacks proceeded with 
improvement at each trial. 

The fire of the men was well controlled by the 
group avd company leaders up to the zone of rapid 
and independent fire preliminary to the assault. 

It was interesting to observe the intelligent ap- 
preciation, on the part of the enlisted men, of the 

rinciples governing the novel dispositions and 
ormations they were called upon to assume. If 
farther proof were needed, this could be cited as 
additional evidence of the self-reliant spirit and 
rapid comprehension of military situations, so char- 
acteristic of Americans, and so highly valuable in 
untrained volunteer forces. 

The cavalry commands found an excellent field 
for their exercises in the open ground on the flanks 
of the position on Chilocco Creek. Dismounted 
aitacks were made, conforming in principle to the 
memoranda furnished. 

The mounted attacks were made with spiri!, and 
the rapid charges of battalions in line, over diver- 
sified and uneven ground, were unattended by any 
accidents, which, with otber evidences of horseman- 
ship, was ample proof of careful training of the in- 
dividual troopers. 

The practice in formations for attack and defence 
— infantry and cavalry—was continued for three 
days. Daring this period the artillery was em- 
ployed in target practice at known and unknown 
distances, and in the seleciion of field positions for 
attack and defence, and in making proper disposi- 
tions of the batteries to take advantage of the con 
formation of the ground to obtain shelter. Reports 
of artillery target practice hereto appended, marked 
D and E. 

Attention is respectfully invited to the reports of 
brigade, regimental, and battalion commanders in 
relation to the practice drills above described (here- 
to appended, marked F, G, H, I, K, and L), and to 
the comments of the Department Commander on 
the results of the practice, contained in letters to 
brigade commanders, embodied elsewhere in this 
report. 

OUTPOSTS. 

On the morning of the fourth day the outposts 
were established, covering the entire front. 

The rapid manner of posting the outposts, pro- 
vided tor in detail in Circular No. 10, C. S., Dept. 
Mo., above given, was intended as practice in the 
necessary dispositions for security, which would be 
made at once by a command taking up position at 
the close of a day’s march. 

Au examination of the line when established, 
made by the Department Commander, eonvinced 
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much to learn in regard to the details of outpost 
service. Errors were carefully pointed out, the 
principles which should govern the dispositions 
explained, and then the line was ordered to be 
withdrawn at once and re established later in the 
day by new details. This was done with more satis- 
factory results. Reports and sketches of positions 
were submitted (bereto appended, marked M and 
N), to be subsequently returned to the respeetive 
commands and read, together with the comments 
of the Department Commander, to the officers as- 
sembled by brigade. 

The result of the reconnaisance of country made 
this day by the two troops of cavalry spread in 
patrols over a wide area, was highly satisfactory. 

Special attention 1s invited to the reports and 
accompanying sketches of the officers detailed for 
the duty, hereto appended and marked O and P. 

From this point, namely, the close of the fourth 
day, the remaining exercises in the ‘‘Course of In- 
struction” proceeded as a connected operation set 
in motion by field despatches from the assumed 
Division Headquarters, as coutemplated in Circular 
No. 10, C. 8., Dept. Mo. 

At 8 o’clock in the evening of the fourth day the 
following despatches were issued to brigade com- 
manders :

A strong patrol will be sent out to ebserve the 
crossing of the Arkansas river on the Rock Ford 
road. A patrol will also be sent on the road leading 
to the mouth of Deer Creek.

The receipt of the despatch produced, as was in- 
tended, increased activity and interest along the 
whole front of the outpost line, which culminated 
in the appearance of the hostile patrols at various 
points, and in the sharp eneounters of smal) 
parties, beyond the line of videttes.

REPORTS. 


It will be observed that the plans for field in 
struction, announced in General Orders No. 12, 
and Circular No. 10, c. s., Dept. Mo., provided for 
daily written reports of the exercises, on the part 
of subordinate commanders, and also that at th 
end of each week, the reports should be returned 
with comment and criticism, to be read to the 
assembled officers. 

It may be well to remark at this point that ex- 
perience at Camp Schofield has apparently demon- 
strated the fact that nothing is more likely to ad 
vance the interests of instruction, than provision 
for public comment on the daily operations. 

In accordance with this plan, the reports of the 
exercises terminating with the last day of outposts, 
all of which are hereto appended and marked as 
above described, were returned on Saturday with 
the following letters of criticism.

I regard to the practice drills in mounted and dis- 
mounted attack, the Commanding Genere! fully 
concurs in the opinions expressed by the regimental 
aud brigade commanders. Errors were committed, 
but the interest manifested, and the daily improve- 
ments in the drills, were, in the highest degree, 
satisfactory. 

In this connection, the General desires me to say 
that the mounted force in dismounted fighting 
should be held well back, unless the conformation 
of the ground is of such a character that a mounted 
battalion can follow up the flanks of the dis- 
mouted line without exposure to the enemy’s dis- 
mounted tire. 

In reconnaisance of the country, conducted by 
troops from each regiment on Thursday, the Gene- 
ral finds much to commend. Captain Jackson’s re- 
port shows clearly that the intention of the order 
was understood, and his methods of deployment 
and conduct of the reconnaisance were correct. 
The scale on the sketch submitted by Capt. Jack- 
son is not indicated; otherwise the reports and 
sketches aresatisfactory. The report of Lieut. Ma 
comb, 5th Cav., is clear and to the point. In r-- 
gard to the sketches submitted, the initial point 
should have been the camp. The scale on the sketch 
submitted by Lieut. Quay is not indicated. 

ln the dispositions of the outposts on Friday, it is 
noticed that the line of videttes oo the left was 
continued further to the north-east than was con- 
templated. The limit io this direction, intended in 
the despatch of 8 P. M. Sept. 26, was the east and 
west road north of Chiloco Creek. 

Tbe State line road was not meant, though there 
is perhaps excuse for the mistake. 

it is further remarked that tbe patrols to observe 
the Rock Ford road, and that to the mouth of Deer 
Creek, were too strong. 

It was designed that these roads should be 
patrolled and observed, not that a special recon- 
naisance to Deer Creek should be made. 

Hereafter patrols will not exceed the limit of ten 
men, with or without a commissioned officer, unless 
a larger force is clearly indicated by instructions 
from these headquarters. 

The other arrangements of the outposts on the 
left were very satisfact ry. 

Ia regard to the cavalry on the mgbt on Frilay, 
the same remark and instructicuapply with respect 
to the strength of the patrols. 

It may be well, however, to intimate that, inas- 
much as the patrols sent forward on Friday, con- 
sisting of whole troops, in reality performed the 
duties of special reconnaisance, it is gratifying to 
find, from the reports of Capt. Schuyler, 5th Cav., 
Lieuts. Garlington, Robinson and Gresham, 7th 
Cav., that these duties were understood and cor. 
rectly performed. - 

Hereafter, in estrblishing the line of outposts of 
the eavairy on the right, including those near the 
railroad crossing, pickets should be posted nearer 
the Chilocco, and the videttes correspondingly 
withdrawn, which will tend to decrease the strength 
employed on outpost service; in this instance un 
necessarily large for the extent of front. Otherwise 
the line was satisfactory. , 

Referring to the report of Lieut. Nicholson, 7th 
Cavalry, commanding enemy's troop, it is to be re- 
marked that he made an error in exposing bis com- 
mand in a solid formation to the fire of the enemy's 
dismounted pickets, which might have resulted in 
its destruction or capture. The proximity of the 
enemy’s strong outpost line, in an open country, to 
which he approached, namely, 250 yards, is a fatal 
one for a body of troops of the size of hiscommand. 
Officers should recollect that the range and rapidity 
of fire of breech-loading arms subjects a force com- 
pactly formed to very serious losses at much greater 
distances. Small parties under efficient officers or 
non commissioned officers could bave ventured 
nearer the lines, gaiu*ng perhaps more information 
because they might have been concealed, and with

It 
would be difficult to overestimate the value of the 


practice thus afforded, in making rapid inferences 
of the strength and intentions of an enemy, from 
lis advanced 
parties, dust of colamns on roads, ete. 

The result of the first exercise in hostile contact 
on the day in question fully coufirmed the antici- 
pations. The reports of the regimental and battal- 
lon commanders clearly show that practice of the 
character indicated is greatly needed to develop in 
officers, especially those of the cavalry arm, proper 
appreciation of the importance of making rapid de- 
cisions, in the presence of an enemy, and to accus= 
tom them to grasp at once the military situation, 
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REPORT OF FIELD INSTRUCTION* 
OF TROOPS IN THE DEPARTMENT OF THE MISSOURI, 1889. 


For the detuils of the mancuvre at Rock Ford, 
attention is respectfully invited to the reports of 
the regimental and battalion commanders, hereto 
appended and marked 23 to 39, inclusive. 

In order to allow for the making otf reports, 
maps, ete., of the day’s practice in hostile contact, 
and to obtain time to make experiments in the 
marching gaits of infantry and cavalry, further 
operations in contact were suspended until Mon- 
day. Brigade commanders were instructed to 
cause routes of four miles in extent to be measured 
over ground of varied character, and to assemble 
their commands in heavy marching order, at the 
nearer ends of the measured routes, at 8 A. M. Fri- 
day. Two boards of officers were then convened, 
of which members of the Tactical Board, present at 
Camp Schofield, were appointed recorders, with in- 
structions to superintend the marching of th» troops 
over the measured routes, with a view to determine 
the normal rates of marching at quick and double 
time, for infantry in heavy marching order, and for 
cavalry with packed saddles, at all gaits. They 
were also instructed to report on the weight and 
proper adjustment of the field equipment for in 
fantry, and on such other matters in this connec- 
tion as might be refetced to them. 

The reports of the boards of officers are hereto 
appended, marked 40 and 41. 

The following letters of comment were sent on 
Saturday, with the return of the reports of the 
second week, to be read to the assembled officers of 
the command :

The Commanding General desires me to say that 
the reports of Tuesday's operations show a very 
‘om mendable kuowledge of their duties on the part 
of all the officers. 

Major Baidwin's report is very full and complete. 
The sketches submitted by Captain Jackson, 7th 
Cavalry, Lieut. Adair, 5th Cavalry, and Lieut. Har- 
man, 71h Cavalry, are excetdingly satistiactory. 


This remark also applies to the detailed report of : 


the outpost duty performed by Lieut. Robinson, 7th 
Cavalry. 

In the exercises on Thursday the following oriti- 
cisms are made: 

As the orders contemplated an advance tothe 
Rock Ford of the Arkansas River, there should have 
been no detaching of troops on the part of the blue 
force. 

In both commands the men were dismounted to 
fight on foot to an unnecessary extent for cavalry 
in av open country. 

The advantage of the element of time was clearly 
shown by the rapid deployment of the browns and 
whites, which would not have been possibleif the 
bulk of the command had been kept, as was con- 
temp!ated, on the eastside of the river until the 
contact of the advance guards was fairly estab- 
lished. While an attempt was made to assimilate 
the actual position of this command with that which 
it would have had if formed, as ordered, to the east 
of the river, it clearly bad an advuotage from the 
firet in positioa anc formation, being massed, and 
dismounted in some instances, instead of being in 
column, thus reaping the advuntage of time in its 
deployment. 

he commanding officer of the blue force made a 
serious error, one which compromised his dismount- 
ed command,in not retiring before the superior 
numbers developed by his advance. The orders 
given contemplated this whenever a superior force 
was developed. 

The exact time for this retirement should have 
been determined by the force of the enemy de- 
veloped after the artillery fre was opened, though 
the fact alone of the enemy opening with artillery 
was not a sufficient reason for withdrawing the re- 
connoitring force. The display of the enemy’s ar- 
tillery was a reason, however, for bringing up as 
rapidly as possible, his own artillery to the aid of 
the force of the blue commander. If this had been 
done in time, the error of a feeble advance and a 
dispersion of his forces might have been redeemed. 

lt is thought that the artillery on both sides was 
not handled with the nerve and vigor which would 
have characterized either battery commander in 
actual battle. The brown battery changed position 
once on the field during contact manceuvres at a 
slow trotand the blue battery came upon the field 
at the crisis of an engagement io a dilatory manner 
aud did not open its fire for some time after taking 
position. Itis believed that if the action had been 
real, both batteries would have moved, when un- 
der fire, at a gallop, and that the biue battery would 
have been preceded on the field by some appreci- 
able time, by its commander, looking for the best 
position trom which to asgist the sorely pressed lines 
of the blus force. In time of peace che artiller; 
should practice What is preached for its guidance 
in time of war. 

Toe above criticisms were written before the 
written reports of the day were received; after re- 
ceiving them the Commanding General is disposed 
to modify the criticisms of the battery movements 
to ap extent. 

In relation to the cavalry commands, however, 


* Continued from Supplement of last week, p. 4 
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the Commanding (ieneral is obliged to add another 
(the most important criticism, perhaps, of al!) to 
the management of the cavalry commauds, and that 
ie, that battalions were decimated by both regi- 
mental commanders giving orders as to the disposi- 
tion of troops in the action. This is a common error 
in battle, it is believed, and an important lesson is 
tanght right here, the learning of which would 
alone suffice as a compensation for the year's man- 
ceuvres. In the 7th Cavalry, at least ove battalion 
commander reports that be bad no united command, 
while the same was true of at least two battalions 
in the 5th Cavalry. 

Our cavalry organizations under the law are so 
arranged as t> leave a regimental commander with 
tbree battalions to command, with a field officer for 
each battalion. The moment he attempts to direct 
each troop, he multiplies his duties beyond human 
capacity, and fritters away his command so that in 
an emerg: ocy, he has control of notbing. 

[t is also noted that the regimental commanders 
did not, in all its bearing, understand the assumed 
situation, else the 5th Cavalry would not have sent 
a force to the north of the Chilocco, on the 7th an 
observing party to the east of the Arkansas. 
The Seventh was supposed to have come 
from the south and east of the Arkan- 
sas, with an army on that side in its rear, and 
the flanks of the 5th in its advance to Rock Ford 
were protected from the State line to the Chilocco 
on one side, and from Deer Creek to the ridge south 
of camp on the otber. These wants of information 
would seem to indicate the necessity for a more care- 
ful study of orders, and the asking for instructions in 
case the orders are not understood. A lack of 
time suggests itself as an explanationin this regard. 

After reading the reports, the Commanding Gene- 
ral repeats the criticism as to the wholesale dis- 
mounting to fight on foot, in an open country on 
the part of both commands. The affuir was one for 
cavalry alone, until the infantry was engaged, 
when by premeditation it ended in a defeat of the 
advancing force. 

lu this connection it is remarked, regarding the 
capture of Augur’s troop, that the movement bad 
the merit of being distinctly the cavalry feature of 
the day, which, according to the decision of the um- 
pire on the ground, resuited in the capture of an 
important part of the enemy's dismounted line, 
and that, wile this decision was reversed, on ap 
peal, by the umpirein chief, this part of the mar- 
cuvre might well have resulted differently, bad 
there been more blue force engaged in Augur's 
mounted movement.

As before, confidential instructions were given to 
one side, in this instance to the Infantry Brigade 
commander, apprising him of the intention that his 
command should represent the enemy. To this 
end, he was instructed to move out on the Rock 
Ford road, as contemplated in the despatcies, until 
beyond observation from the camp, and then to 
make a detour and gain the east road near its junc- 
tion with the north and south road along the river. 
From this point, assuming brown coats, his com 
mand would move west, covered by advance 
guards, simulating an attack from the upper State 
line ford on the Chiloceco position. 

It was the intention that the exercises of this 
day should afford practice in the conduct of a small 
force checking a superior enemy, thereby gaining 
time for the remainder of the troops to get under 
arms and advance to meet an unexpected attack. 
It will ve observed that the time for the movement 
on Wolf Creek to begin, was not indicated in the 
despatches, consequently, although the battery for 
service with the cavalry had moved to the right of 
the line at 9 a. M., and reported to the Command- 
ing Officer, 7th Cavalry, the horses of that regi 
ment were unsaddled; the men were all in camp 
however, in anticipation of the march to Wolf 
Creek. Ostenstbly this delay ia moving south was 
accounted for by the fact that the 5th Cavalry on 
the left, had sent out one battalion on the east 
road to observe the Arkansas River above Rock 
Ford, and it was apparent that the result of such 
reconnaissance to the left rear, should be known 
before the troops moved out of the lines to observe 
the enemy's position on Wolf Creek. 

The remainder of the 5th Cavalty was still in 
camp at 10 A M., the horses unsaddled. At 10 
o'clock the Department Commander and the Cay- 
alry Brigade Commander rode over to the left of 
the line. In a few moments after their arrival on 
high ground in rear of the 5th Cavalry camp, firing 
could be distinctly heard well out on the east road 
in direction of the river. 

Boots and saddles were sounded at once, and 
orders were sent to the battery on the right to come 
over at a ga lop. 

The battalions as fast as they could saddle up, 
were despatched at a gallop in the direction of the 
firing to the left and rear. The cvlerity with which 
the cavalry turned out was commendable. In tha 
7th Cavalry, battalion line was formed in 6} min- 
utes after the sounding of boots and saddles. Tae 
5h Cavalry formed battalion lines with almost 
equal promptitade. ; 

Attention is also called to the report of Captaia 
Rodney, commanding Ba'tery F, 4th Artillery, 
showing that his battery passed from the right of 
the line tothe point of attack—about 34 miles—and 
opened fire in 17 minutes, incladiog a short halt 
made by direction of tue brigade commander. 

Almost immediately after the alarm had been 
given in camp, the following despatch sent by helio- 
graph from the battalion on reconcraissance on the 
east road was received.

OnE MILE FROM ARKASSAS RIVER. ; 
10:20 a. M., Oct. 7, 1889. | 
To Division Commander : 


lafantry and Artillery have turned our position 
above Rock Ford advancing on Chilocco line. 
(Signed) Swirt, Aide. 


The Department Commander immediately rode 
forward and about two and one-half miles from the 
left of the line on Chilocco discovered the recon 
noicring battalion dismounted and holding the crest 
of a bill commanding the road tothe rear. In the 
distance the hostile infantry column could be seen 
deploying to reinforce its advance guard and carry 
the position. Tbe hostile battery had already 
opened fire, probably 2,500 yards away. 

It was an admirable field for the exercise and 
presented a very realistic appearance. The folds of 
the open hill country fell away gently to the east. 
ward, in the direction of the river valley, affording 
no obstacle to the advance of infantry, while con- 
cealing their dispositions. Preceded by the Cavalry 
Brigade Commander, the cavalry battalions at full 
gallop began to arrive to the aid of the advanced 
troops. Forming line as they came up, some dis- 
mounting and pushing up the nill at double time, to 
prolong the fighting line, and others moving to the 
flanks, under cover of the rolling ground, to gain 
posi.ions from which mounted attacks could be de 
livered, they made a vivid picture of a real affair 
highly instructive to all engaged. Rodney’s battery 
in changing position, moved in line up hill, ata 
gallop, 'n beautifulorder. The earnest interest dis- 
played by officers of all grades, and the enliste] 
men, engaged in this affair, confirm in the most 
emphatic manner, the great benefit to be derived 
from practical exercises, provided 1t be clearly un- 
derstood that their value is in the practice they 
afford in taking up positions and divining the in- 
tentions of an enemy, ete. If the lines are allowed 
to approach each other closely and fire at will, the 
exercises degenerate into ‘‘ sham battles,” and the 
interest ceases at once. 

The de‘ails of the operations in hostile contact 
on the 7th instant are contained in the reports of 
brigade and regimental commanders hereto ap- 
pended an‘ marked 44 to 63. 

The following circular containing the comments 
of the Department Commander on the contact 
operations of the 7th instant, was issued the fol- 
low ng day, to be read to the assembled officers :

The following criticisms of the manceuvres of the 
7th instant from knowledge gained from the reports 
of commanding officers and umpires, and from the 
personal observations of the Commanding General, 
are published for theinformati.n of all concerned : 

It is observed tbat the infantry command, either 
4 assuming wu defensive formation immediately 
after arriving at the point from which it was to ad- 
vance, or by advaoving before the cavalry recon- 
paissance reached it, shortened the route over 
which the affair of advance anil rear guard attack 
and defence was intended to take place, so much as 
to limit this practice and seriously shorten this 
special instruction for the troops. 

It is thought that this could bave been mitigated 
4 display of bis entire force by the commanding 
officer of the cavalry] reconnaissance and a more 
tenacious holding of the different defensive posi- 
tions on bis line of retreat. 

if the command io camp bad not turned out with 
the utmost promptitude, the crest finally held by 
the cavalry would bave been lost to the blue 
force, and che camp on the Chilovco gravely com- 
promised, 

This advantage would also have been gained by 
the brown force had the advance in the centre been 
more vigorous and better supported. As it was, 
the infantry in the centre made a weak and exposed 
advance, without proper support, and may have 
been considered badly decimated, if not destroyed 
and captured. This was the persoua lobservation of 
tie Commanding General! on the field, at the time 
orders were given by him to rectify this line and 
withdraw it toa proper connection. 

The cavalry attacks on both flanks were well con- 
ceived and handsomely executed, and while the 
withdrawals from unseccessful attacks were prop- 
erly made, it is considered that the early attack on 
the brown left decimated the battalion—Woodson's 
—two troops (Thomas and Macomb) whica made the 
charge towards Woodruff’s battery. 

This threat on the brown right, connected with 
the mounted movements against his left, disturbed 
bis lines, in connection with the injudicious ad 
vance, already referred to, sufficiently to restore 
the advantage where it properly belonged (num- 
bers aud mobility of force being considered) to the 
blue side. 

The nearness of the reconnaissance battalion to 
the camp, forced a change of plans on the com- 
munder of the blue cavalry force, and the exigency 
thus created was met by bim ma manner credita- 
ble to his recollection of actual experiences in war 
times, 

The infantry command was well managed, except 
in that part already referred to, and the exposure 
of heavy lines or columns of fours to a distant dis- 
mounted fire and a near one of artillery. At one 
time Rodney's battery had an enfilading fire ona 
beavy infantry line at less than 1,000 yards. 

While it was desirable to hold the infantry well in 
band to resist the mounted attacks, greater care 
should have been exercised to keep them under 
cover from artillery fire. 

The action of the artillery in both forces was 
superb. 

he batieries were moved rapidly, the positions 
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mand, and nothing but commendativun for the man 
agement of this arm remains. 

In all arms of the Service in the affair of the 7th, a 
marked improvement is noted, and while criticisms 
have been made, it is to be said in conclusion that 
in all the operations, there has been more to com- 
mend than to condemn, and the Commanding Gen- 
eral vonzratulates the brigade and battalion com- 
manders in having such intelligence and zeal among 
officers and enlisted men of their commands.

It was the original intention when preparing the 
exercises in the Course of Instruction, for the troops 
at Camp Schofield, to devote the greater part of the 
third week to special problems requiring several 
days for their solution, and necessitating changes 
in the location of the camps, and the establishment 
of opposing outpost lines maintained throughout 
the 24 hours. It was finally decided, however, to 
terminate the exercises with a review on Wednes- 
day. This decision was reached owing to the 
threatening aspect of the weather and the possi- 
bility that some of the troops returning to their 
stations, so late in the season, might encounter 
severe storms for which they were not very well 
prepared. It was also due, in a measure, to the 
satisfactory results of the experiment in field train- 
ing already obtained, and in the belief that the de- 
parture of the troors to their stations, while still 
full of enthusiasm and interest in the subject, 
would be followed by study and preparation during 
the winter, on the part of the officers, for the exer- 
cises of another year. 

The review on Wednesday was conducted as _be- 
fore and in the manner describ:d. The serviceable 
and hardy appearance of che troops was notiveable, 
their military appearance, bearing and spirit ex- 
cellent. 

A marked feature of the review was the presence 
of detachments from Cos. A, B and C, Indian 
Scouts, formed as one troop of cavalry, and march- 
ing in the column of the 5th Cavalry regiment. 
The riding and alignment of the scouts were ad- 
mirable, and their neat soldierly appearance excited 
my favorable comment. 

On Thursday the troops were paid, ard com- 
menced the return march on Friday, Ov. 11. For 
the details of the homeward march a tention is in- 
vited to General Orders No. 22, ¢. s., Dept. Me., 
hereto appended, 

Special attention is invited to the report, hereto 
appended and mzrked 64, of Captain J. Van R. 
Hoff, Assistant Surgeon, the competent chief medi- 
eal officer during the Course of Instruction of the 
troops assembled on the Chiloeeo. Tos officer is 
uousually well equipped, by cultivation and study, 
and by a warm interest in the subject, for practical 
field training of the Hospital Corps. The field hos- 
pital established under his direction was a model of 
neatness and admirable sanitary arrangements, and 
the field exercises, such as the care of the wounded 
in rear of the fighting lines, the establishment of 
dressing stations and the like, were realistic and 
instructive. 

The experience with the signal service in the field 
was not satisfactory. 

While the implements the parties had to work 
with were far from complete, the Chiet Signal Offi- 
cer, Lieut. J. F. Bell, 7th Cav., was attentive to 
his work, and did all that intelligence, energy and 
industry could, to accomplish in an efficient manner 

our means of communication, but with only partial 
success, 

The heliograph will probably be satisfactory in 
communieation between distant permanent stations, 
but in the field when troops are moving, or during 
engagements amid noise and excitement, it is 
found to be difficult to make the adjustments, and 
to establish communication between even not dis- 
tant stations. At stations very distant from each 
other, this difficulty is increased, and also much 
delay to a marching column must result in seeking 
high points from which to communicate. This 
latter trouble in a lesser degree is experienced with 
the flags. In practice with these latter, senor offi- 
cers were much reminded of war experiences, in 
that a mounted messenger often carried and deliv- 
ered an important message quicker and more surely 
than it could be transmitted by signals. 

The telegraph as being more manageab'e, and 
giving uo information to the enemy, will, it is not 
doubted, supersede every other means of communi- 
cation on the field. 

In this connection attention is particularly in- 
vited to the admirable opportunity afforded by 
these Camps ot Instruction, to make tests of field 
telegraphs and like matters of practical value and 
great importance. Mach light might be thrown on 
the vexed question of supplying the fighting lines 
with ammunition, by practical experiments cure- 
fully conducted, during the simulated engagements. 

Attention is invited to the report of 2d Lieut. 
J. F. Bell, 7th Cavalry, Signal Officer, of the com- 
mand, hereto appended, marked 65. 

I would not close this report omitting to refer 
especially to the location of the camp, and the fa- 
cilities for manwuvres offered by the country in its 
vicinity. Springs of the best water abound in this 
location. Abundant and pronounced undulations 








in the ground give the best of drainage for camps 





asclected were excellent both for cover and com- 


and the general configuration of the terrain adapts | 








the country in a peculiar way to mancuvres for 

instruction in war and battle tactics. In addition 

to these there is magnificent grass for the stock, a 

turf which prevents dust, however much the ground 

is used, and facilities for transporting supplies 
which cannot be surpassed anywhere in this De- 
partment, 

I propose later to ask that a part of this terri 
tory, either that I have named or some other near 
by, be set apart for the use of the Government for 
a camp of instruction. This will be a necessity in 
the near future. 

I desire, in conclusion, to call to the attention of 
superior authority in a special manner the services 
of the attached officers of my staff in the field. To 
Captain J. B. Babeock, 5th Cavalry, Acting Asst. 
Adjutant General, Iam indebted. In the field he 
was constantly occupied in most valuable services 
to me, and by his example and labors excited and 
fostered much of the interest which went so far to 
make the camp of instruction the success all pro 
nounced it. 

I also desire to specially commend for his ser- 
vices Lieutenant Ezra B. Fuller, Regimental Quar- 
termaster, 7th Cavalry, who was quartermaster of 
the camp. Lieutenant Faller was especially compe 
tent and successful in the duties of his department 
in the supply of the large command in the field 
and the management of matters relating to trans- 
portation. He was indefatigable in his labors and 
untiring in the discharge of his duties.

General Orders No. 12. 

The following plano for field tostruction of troops in this 
Department during the ensuing season is published for the 
information of ali, that the necessary preparations may be 
made, The troops bereafter desigaated for duty at the 
camp of instruction will proceed to the camp in time to be 
in readiness for the instruction prescribed, on the morning 
of Monday, Sept. 23, 1889. 

Funds for the purchase of general supplies wili be furn- 
ished when necessary. No other expenses for the marching 
troops will be incurred. 

The Chief Quartermaster will arrange for such railroad 
transportation as is allowed, aod for the transportation of 
forage, subsistence and tentage.

I. PREPARATION. 


Post commanders wil! see that their commands are pro- 
perly instructed and prepared to carry out thoroughly the 
details of this plan. The text-book entitied “ Elements of 
Modern Tactics * by Col. Wilkinsoo Shaw, will be preferred 
us authority upon the points of outposts, patrols, advance 
and rear guards, etc., so far as it applies tu the regulations, 
organizations aud tactics of the U.S. Army, and is recom- 
mended for the careful study of ail. No logical and thor- 
ough system will be condemned, however, because it does 
pot copform to the rules laid down io any single text-book. 

One orgauization (a company or troop) will be left as a 
guard at each post represente! in the concentration. This, 
with the sick and General Court-martial cases,and such 
small details of men as are absolutely necessary at this 
season to preveat loss to the Government and troops, shall 
include the ouly men or officers left at post. 

Bach column before teaviag its post will submit to these 
Headquarters a field return accounting by name for each 
officer and man to be absent from the command. 

Transportation: Except in special cases, to be announced 
hereafter, only post transportation will be used. In regula- 
ting the allowance of transportation, the following standard 
wiil not be exceeded: for each regimental beadquarters and 
bund, one six mule wagon; for transportation of baggage 
and supplies of field and staff officers, medical supplies, en- 
gineer instrumeots, and signal equipments, one escort 
wagon, for every battalion of two, tnree or four organiza- 
tions: for use of sick on the march, one ambulance to 
every command; for each troop or battery, one escort and 
ove six mule wagvnu; for each company, one six mule 
wagon. 

Cavairy forge carts and artillery battery wagons and 
forges will not be taken unless specially permitted from 


these Headquarters. 
Tentage for the March: For each fleld or staff officer and 
for every two company, troop or battery officers, one wall 
rs or employees, one common 


tent; for every tour soldi 
tent; or tor every thirteen men, one conical wall teat; for 


every Officers’ mess and for every company, troop or bat- 
tery mess, one wall teat. 

Bagyage: Each officer will be permitted to carry one hun- 
dred pouods personal baggage. Eich soldier will be required 
to have one piece of sbelter tent, one Overcoat and two 
blankets and tbe following extra articles of clothing: one 


pair of trousers, one blouse, one suit of under-clothing and 
cne pair of shoes. The utensils for troop and battery messes 
should not excee ed one huodred and thirty pounds; those 
for company messes, one buodred pounds. H »rseshoes, 
nalis, tools and medicine for horses of each troop or bat- 
tery should not exceed one bundred and fifty pounds for 
each organization. 








Supplies: Rations and forage will be provided where prac- 
ticabie at points aloog the line of marcb. 

Ammunition: Kiebty rounds biank small arm ammunition 
per mun for each troop or company will be provided at the | 
camp by the Chief Ordnance Ojlicer of the Department. | 
The artillery will carry f>r each piece, in limbers and cais- | 
sons, sixty rounds blank ammunition and forty rouads pre- 
pared for firing. Eyvch iniantry soldier will carry twenty | 
rounds of rifle ammunition, aod each cavalry soldier ten 
rounds of carbine and ten rounds cf pistol ammunition. 

Signal Equipmenta: One complete set (for two stations) 
will be taken with the beadquarters of each regiment. 

Medical Supplies: Fach command will carry supplies to 
lust until the return to its post. Tue teatage for fleld b».- 
pitals will be provided hereafter. 


Il THE MARC. 


All officers will be required to march in their proper 
places in column, equipped as contemplated by the Regula- 
tions. 

The troops will march in fatigue uniform, wear the cam- 
paigo bat and carry the field equipment. The clothing bags, 
knapsacks, saddies and valises will be packed as required 
for field service. 

In proceeding to the main cawp, practice and instruction 
will be given in the ordinary mean: of securing the safety 
of a command yy} in a hostile country. This will be 
preliminary to the more extended operations of the main 
camp. 

It is suggested that under favorable conditions, command4- 
ing officers make forced marches and other tests in march- 
ing, with a view of determining interesting questions which 
have lately been discussed. In the mounted services, tests 
can also be made as far as is practicab!? in marching borses 
unsbod or only shod on the front feer. 

The itinerary of the march will be kept as prescribed by 
Rewu lations. 

Eich detachment should be accompanied by at least one 
medical officer and a proper proportion of the bospita) 
corps. 

The commanding officer of each marchiog columo will, 
upon arrival at the camp, submit a full report of the route 
travelled and a detailed account of the practice and instruc- 
tion given, including a report on the tests above suggested. 

Ill, THE CAMP. 

Upon arrival at the general cawp, the Medical Depart- 
meut will be reported to the Chief Medical Officer. The 
transportation will be reported to the Camp Quartermaster. 

While in camp the following allowances of tentage will be 
authorizec : for each regimental or battalion headquarters, 
toreach field or staff officer, for each conmanding officer 
of a company, troop or battery, tor the subalterns of a 
troop or company, for each mess of officers and for each 
lst sergeant, one wall tent; for the subaiteras of a battery, 
two wall tents; for each company mess, one conical wall 
tent; for every two non-commissioned officers or privates, 
ope common tent, or for ery four one wall tent, or for 
every thirteen, one con al wall tent ; for each beadquarters 
guard, one wail tent; for the sick, the proper proportion of 
hospital teats. 

Upen the establishment of the camp, an acting si¢goal offi- 
cer will be appointed and a detail will be mate from those 
previously instructed, to carry out as far as practicable the 
ordinary duties of signaliog io time of war. 

IV. THE COURSE OF INSTRUCTION, 

Inthe camp no detailed instructions will be attempted 
that can properly be given at the post. 

The exercises of the Medical Department will consist in 
establishing dressing stations at convenient points in rear of 
imaginary tines of battle, sending out litter bearers to 
bring in dummy-wounded, setting up field hospitals and 
breaking camp, moving to the front and rear, re-establish - 
ing camp, litter drills,and loading and unloading wounded 
trom the ambulances. in the fleid hospitalsand dressing 
stations the instruments will be laid out and ail necessary 
preparations made for primary operations. 

At the end of eavh day's manceuvres subordinate con- 
manders will submit written reports of their operations to 
their immediate commanders, 

On Saturday of each week, unless the course for the week 
bas been interrupted, the officers and non-commissioned 
officers will be assembied for brief theoretical instructions, 
the reading of reports and the comments of the instructors. 
The remainder of the day will be devoted to rest and recrea- 
tion. 

On Sundays the inspections permitted by recent orders 
and the Regulations will take place. 

The course of instruction will be divided 
periods to be pursued in the following order : 

FIRST WEEK. 


Formations for attack and defence and dispositions for 
security and information of troops in camp. 

First day: Practice for regiments, battalions and batteries 
in formations for attack and defence. In cavairy commands 
this will include practice in mounted attack and in dis- 
mounted fighting. 

Second day: Practice and drill of the combined and united 
force in formations for attack and defence. 

Third and Fourth days: Practice in outpost service for 
cavairy and infantry. Pickets will be established, conform- 
ing to the strength and position of the command; patrols 
of varied strength aod character will be sent out, reconsais- 
sance of the country well to the front will be made, and 
sketches submitted. In this practice, the outposts as soon 
as established, inspected and instructed, will be relieved by 
new details, and the practice continued during the day—dis 
positions being made tor night as well as day service. 

Fifth day: The entire command will be put in position as 
an Outpost, covering a supposed army iarear. Inthis prac- 
tice reports in writing, with sketches of positions wil be re- 
quired from all picket, patro] and reserve commanders, 
The strength of the Army covered, its lccation and inten- 
tions will be set forth 10 the orders of the day. and the en 
tire command will be practised inthe different arrange- 
ments for outposts used in modern armies, viz.: outpost 
formations with and without * reserve,” and the use of in- 
dependent small posts (Cossack posts) by the cavalry.

Dispositions for security and information of troops on the 

march, 

First and Second days: Practice in the employment of ad- 
vance and rear guards, flanking parties and patrols. In this 
practice the wnole command—with wagon transportation 
will marcb out, covered by an advanced guard of proper 
proportions. The commanding officer, as instructor, will 
assume information with respect to an enemy, and cause 
his subordinate commanders to make such dispositions in 
the formation of tbe line for attack or detence, as io their 
judgment would be warranted by the information furo- 
ished them. On both days, in returaoing, the commands w |i 
be covered by rear guards. 

Third day: Employment of the entire force as advance 
guard of a supposed advanciog army. 

The advance guard will be composed of all three arms, 
with the cavairy disposed for reconnaissance, covering a 
frout of trom five to ten miles. Recounaissance sketches 
and reports will be submitted. 

Ir returning the entire command will act as a rear guard 
of an army in retreat. 

Fourth day: Contact wtth the enemy; 
against rear guard, 

rhe troops, divided into opposing bodies, shall act, the one 
as rear guard, the other as advance guard of supposed 
forces. They sbal! be placed at a distance not to exceed five 
wiles apart, the rear guard taking up a position for defence 
and falling back unjer simulated stress of circumstances 
after the deployment of the opposing advance guard. 

The commanding officers of the respective forces, acting 
as instructors aod umpires, shal! require of all subordina‘e 
commanders that they justify and ox all dispositions 
made. They shall each select a staf of officers as assistant 
umpires and be careful to enforve strictly the rules govern-

disregard of the pri cautionary rules, resulting io indiscrim- 
inate firing and personal conflict, shall be made the subject 
of strict irquiry and report. 

Firing (Dlaok cartridges) is of value, especially in recon- 
n°itriag an enemy's hoe, as iadicating bis positions, and 
those of the advancing force. It should be carefully regu- 
lated and never suffered to exceed the limit Just enunciated, 
for the information of umpires who decide claims of advan- 
tazes gained or lost. 

Fifth day: The duties assigned the respective commands 
on the previous day will be reversed and the operations re- 
peated. 

THIRD WEEK. 

This week will be devoted to the solution of special prob- 
le.ns to be prepared ia the field, which will be announced io 
orders. 

The character of the problems chosen will depend upon the 
natura! features ot the country. They wil! probably cover a 
considerable area and require rapid marching and mancuv- 
ring. 

As indications, prob!ems may consist in dividing the com- 
mand into two camps which will put in practice, each 
against the other, the principles that have n involved 
during the former two weeks, such as the forcing of ae- 
files, the passage of streams, fordabie or pot, etc.

Sir: In compliance with instructions contained 
in your letter of the 15th instant, I have the honor 
to submit the following report of the result of 
marching the horses of this battery to Camp Scho- 
field* and return unshod. 

The battery left Fort Riley, Kansas, Sept. 9, 
1889, and reached Camp Schofield, September 

* A sketch map of Camp Schofield will appear ia the next 
Supplement. 
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19, 1889, distance morched 184 miles. The horses, 
53 in number, were with one exception unshod. The 
roads were clay or loam hardened ty travel, occas- 
ionally they were rocky and gritty and small stones 
abundant. The horses travelled over every kind of 
road we met with without the slightest inclination 
to shrink or avoid rocks and grit, and upon our 
arrival at Oamp Schofield. the soofs were in as 
good condition as when we began the march 

While at Camp Schofield, the battery pet formed all 
the duty required of it, was out constantly, made 
several rapid marches over the rocky hills in that 
section, and when we commenced our return march 
to this post, a critical inspection showed every hoof 
to be sound and in good condition. 

Oa the return trip w* marched cver the same 
route as was followed going down, or very nearly 
so, the total distance being 174 miles, numer of 
marching days eight. 

Beginning at Winfield, twenty-three miles from 
Camp Schofield, the roads were wet and heavy with 
mud during the entire return march. Asa matter 
of course, from the nature of the soil, the roads 
were mostly very slippery, and I think the march 
was a fair test of the power of an unshod horse to 
perform heavy draught work under such conditions. 
The mud was frequently very deep and thy draught 
difficult, but it wis seldom a horse had to be urged 
to his work. Not asingle horse fell and I did not 
hear of one that fairly lost his footing. It is my 
belief that when an unshod horse steps in‘o soft 
and deep ground, he can withdraw his foot with 
more ease than 1s possible when the horse is shod. 
In the latter case the shoe prevents expansion of 
the hoof, and the exertion required to be made to 
withdraw the hoof is very great, whereas with the 
unshod horse, expansion begins the instant the hoof 
comes in contact with the ground, contraction be- 
gins the instant the weight is taken off the hoof, 
and the latter, after contraction, being smaller 
than the opening made in the soil, is easily with 
drawn and without fatigue to the animal. 

The march from Winfield to Fort Riley was ex 
hausting and wearing on the horses, and I believe 
many, if not all of them, would bave shown more 
signs of distress if they had been shod. The hoofs 
of all the horses were carefully examined yesterday 
and are in as good condition as when we started 
from this post, on the 9th of September, and in my 
judgment are able to do the same work over again 
with the same result.

FORMATIONS AND METHOD OF ADVANCE. 


HEADQUARTERS DEPT. OF THE MISSOURI, ! 
Fort LEAVENWORTH, KAS , Sept. 16, 1889. ) 


Circular No. ll. 

I. The formations and method of advance for the infantry 
attacks in the first and second day's practice in the Camp of 
Iustruction, will conform to the following genera! prin- 
ciples: 

' FORMATIONS. 

“One of the consequences of the use of moderu arms, is 
that troops once actually engaged, can rarely if ever, move 
to the right or left. Manceuvring under fire, always diffi- 
cult, may now be deemed almost impossible."'—Home's 
Precis of Modern Tactics. 

Tue point of attack being clearly indicated, the attacking 
lines are pushed directly to the front. 

* The formation most suitable for the attack fs one which, 
while occupying 1 front quite [or nearly) as long as for- 
merly, will do so with much fewer men, and will give com- 
mandiog officers means of feeding the front; or in other 
words, the area of action of a commanding officer will be as 
long and far deeper than tormerly. ° 

“It appears generally that troops formed for attack, 
should be formed in at least three bodies, and that these 
Hodies should, under one direction, work fur one object and 
be closely linked together, and be of such strength that each 
ehall be a considerable force. It is evident that a company 
is far too small a body to be so split up, bence the battalion 
must be taken asthe attacking unit. * * Wethus arrive 
et the tormation of a skirmishing line, a supporting live and 
a wain body or battalion reserve, Laken together these 
three form the first line.”"— Home, p. *4. 

The function of the skirmishing or firing line is to prepare 
for the assault by a continuous aud sustained fire, 

The companies, in addition tothe division by platoons, 
should be sub-divided into squads of about two sets of tours 
in single rank, each squad under a leader, non-commissioned 
officer or expericncea private. The squad leaders in the fir- 
iny line should endeavor to contro! the fire to the last possi- 
ble moment. Totbie ead in the advance from 1200 to 
yards, they sbould direct the fire of their squads by voiley. 

The +kirmishers are never withdrawn, but are constuaotly 
reinforced trom the rear. The object of the supports is to 
i wp gaps among the skirmishers and so sustain the inten- 
sity of their fire. 

“The duty of the main body is to advance the moment 
the enemy is sufficiently shaken and drive bim out of posi- 
tion.” —Home. 

The provortions Jf the three odies of a battalion formed 
for attack may be stated as follows: 

One-fourth for firing live (or skirmishers). 

One-fourth for support. 

One-balf tor main body, or battalion reserve. 





“ The distance between these three bodies must be gov- 
erned partly = the work they have to do, partly by the 
trajectory of the arm in use, partly by the ground. To 
effectively support the skirmishers, that 1s to say, to be able 
to feed them with fresh men, the supports shoul be about 
200 to 250 yards in rear. 

“The main body must be able to cross the interval that 
divides them from the skirmishers in about five minutes, or 
they must be 500 to 690 yards off. And, consistent with the 
due performance of these functions, the suppor’s and main 
body may bein any formation that from the shape of the 
ground will protect them hest from loss, whether that 
formation be extended orijer, line, or columns, and they 
must change from one formation to another as quickly as 
possible.”—Home, p. 85. 


METHOD OF ADVANCE. 


The formation being understood, the method of advanc- 
ing these bodies over the greatly increased zone of modern 
fire, is stated as follows: 

“ Ata distance from the evemy’s position varying accor- 
ing to the nature of the ground, but p-rhaps lyiag within 
the limits of 2500 to 3000 yards, troops will have to deploy 
and quit the close order in which they have been previously 
formed.”— Home, p. 89. 

“It seems desirable that the fi-st 1000 yards should be 
crossed without firing, and as rapidly as possible. 

“ The attacker’s artillery usually fires on the enemy's in- 
fantry [position] not on bis guns, hence until the attacking 
troops reach the z»ne of dangerous infantry fire or about 
1200 yards from the position, they should advance without 
firing and as quickly asthey can without being disordered; 
once the dangerous zone of infantry fire is reachea * * * 
their power of inflicting loss on the enemy by means of 
their own fire begins, and about this stage of the advance 
the skirmishers must begin to fire,” their fire being con- 
trolled by squad leaders and delivered by volley. Frem 
this point the advance should be as follows: 

“Bearing in mind that the function of the skirm shing 
line is to keep up a continuous rain of shot on the enemy 
aud expose tnemseci ves as little as posible, or to develop the 
offensive power of the breech!oater, while reduciag the de- 
structive effect it has wen used on the defens've. Bearing 
this in mind, it appears that ths advance may best be made 
in a succession of snort rushes, lying dowa firing * * * 
and again running ou. This mance ivre may be performed 
in several ways; the whole line may so act, or alternate 

a * companies may so act. The rush forward of a 
portion of an extended line invariably draws the enemy's 
attention * * * on that portion; this is the moment for 
the other portion to seize and rush on too, hence their is 
an advantage in the alternate advance of portioos."—H «me, 
p. 86. 

The rushes should be short, not to exceed 60 sgard:, andif 
practicable they should be made from cover to cover. Tbe 
offcer commanding the company about to make the rush, 
should point out the place he is going to, and the rush should 
be made at a given sigual. On reaching the new position 
the squads get un ter cover as quickly as possible and open 
fire steadily and deliberately uoder the direction of their 
leaders. When the other portion of the skirmish line on 
their flaok is rushing they shou'd fire a few rounds as 
quickly as possible to cover its advance. 

Volley firing in the mid-ranges between 600 and 409 yards 
will probably be impracticable, but an attempt should be 
made by the squad leaders to control the fire by directing the 
uumber of shots to be fired at will. 

At the short ranges the fire of the skirmishers will prob- 
ably be independent aod greatly increased in rapidity and 
intensity. 

“The duty of the supports is essentially to keep up the 
fire of the front line, and fill gaps, It is not so much for 
reinforcing the skirmishers that they are re ;uisite, Ph. 
their function isto keep the firing liae up to the sufficient 
number, feeding it to fill up the gips caused by the enemy's 
bullets, 

“ Henee the officer commanding the supports must watch 
the skirmishing tine and ser d up men when he sees they are 
requisite.— Home, p. 94 

The supports wii sulfer ‘ess, in following the firing line, if 
they advauce in smull groups, aud take every advantage of 
cover, 

“As the skirmishing line advances towards the enemy, 
and begins to get into the z ne of aimed tire, or some 600 or 
700 vards from the enemy, the supports must be freely 
pushed on and take their piaces in the skirmishing line, 

* * The main Sody will also close somewhat on the sup 
port."’—Home 

As the attack is pushed and the fire of the skirmishers at 
short range becomes independent and increases in intensity, 
it may only be expected to be maintained for a very short 
period. This is the moment that the reserve shuuld seize to 
advance rapidly to the assault. 

“ The following rule should be absolute, the moment the 
main body arrives near what is left of the line of supports, 
they should dash to the front aad join the line of ski cmish- 
ers in order to give the impulsion requisite to cross the last 
and most dungerous zone of all and flualiy give the assaul:.”

Il. Toe formations for cavalry attack ordered for ficst 
and second duy’s practice, will conform ina priuciple to those 
recommended tn the followinzextracts from advance sheets 
furnished by the Tuctical Board now in session. 

Every body of cavalry which consists of several battal- 
ions, should be formed for contact in three lines. [nu ex- 
ceptional cases a weak c) nmand may be d.viled into two 
lin 

The three lines are designated as follows : 

Ist. The attackiog line ; 
24. The support; 
31. The reserve. 

The particular formation of each line wi)l be such as to 
assure the success of the first line having in view the object 
of attack, the strength and formation of the enemy and the 
configuration of the ground, 

Each line leader will use his discretion as to the exact 
method of mancuvring before the enemy to accomplish 
the object in view. [t must be remembered that the sim- 
plest manceuvres are the best, and that iu the immediate 
presence of ttre enemy, that is within 500 yards, all manceu- 
vres, other thao the direct attack, are impossible, and 
should never be attempted, 

The charge must then be delivered with decision and 
earnestoess and pushed home. 

The first line endeavors by manceuvring to gain the flank 
of theenemy. It should be formed for this purpose in line 
of platoon columns or of troops or platoons in columns of 
fours or double columns of fours. It should pot form 
* line” except for purpose of attack. 

Toe first line will give the main biow and should be 
stronger and cover a greater front than the enemy, if po-- 
sible. 

Avainst cavalry and artillery it should consist o* at least 
haif,aud against infantry of at least one-third of the at- 
tacking force. 

The second line consists of one-fourth to one-third of the 
whole force and must be so manqcuvred as to give direct 
and timely support to the first line; it follows that lineata 
distance of about 275 yards. Tie larger part of the second 
will be echeloned en the more exposed flank of the first line 
with ao interval of from 50 tu 75 yards. Theremaining por- 
tion will be piaced io rear of the first line with the troops 
separated at rather wide intervals. They may even be ex- 
tended beyond the less exposed flink, should it seem fo be 
threatened. 

If the outer or exposed flank of the first liae be seriously 
threatened. the out-flanking portion of the second live 
closes to within 100 yards. 

The commander of the second line conforms to the move- 
ments of the first line. He is careful to preveat his flank 
being turned and watches closely the movements of the 
second line of the enemy. 

Tbe formation of the troops composing the second line 
must depend on the circumstances of the case to a great 
extent. The leader watches the movements of the first 
live, and adapts his formativn to them so as to be ready to 
come to the assistance of that line the moment it delivers 


the attack. Asarule be will not deliver bis attuck in the * 





same direction as the first line, but rather try to get still 
farther upon the enea y’. flank. 

The third line forms u reserve. Asa rule it is not thrown 
into action without the authority of the senior officer, un- 
less necessary to repel a flank attack. Its norma! position 
is in rear of the protected flank about half the distance from 
the second line that the second line is from the first. 

The commander of the reserve should avail himself of any 
cover that may be near,and make such mance ivres and 
take such formations as may best protect bis command 
from the fire of the enemy's artillery, but must never lose 
sight of the movements of the first line, or be too far to the 
rear to render eff ctive assistance. 

The artillery is generally massed on the less exposed flank 
of ibe first line, and, as far as possible its manwuvres should 
be confined to direct forward movements. 

The cavairy pivoting on the artillery nay then endeavor 
by mancevre to turn the opposite flank of the enemy and 
by obliging him to change front, compel bim to present a 
flunk tothe fire ot the artillery. Ordinarily the first line 
will take the gallop at from 800 to 1000 yards from the enemy 
and pass to the charge when within 60 or 70 yards. 

Anv positive rule in regard to distarce however cannot 
be luil down, but must be left to the discretion of the cay- 
alry leader, whose business is to seize his opportunity when- 
ever it occurs. As a rule the attack will have the ereatest 
chance for success against formed cavairy by continuing 
the trot as long as possibie and after a short gallop execut- 
ing a vi,orous charge. 

If the enemy can be surprised while mance :vring or de. 
ploving, the gallop must be assumed at a greater distance. 

The borses must be brought up in sufficient wind for the 
melee and pursuit. 

If the enemy refuses the attack, a pirt of the attackieg 
force pursues; the rest follows in govd order. 

If the enemy be routed, pursuit is made by the troops en- 
gaged without rallying and without command. Leaders 
may however rally suc} troops as are not io immediate cor- 
tact with the enemy. 

Counter strokes of the enemy must be met by organiazi- 
tions from the support or reserve. 

In charging artillery the first line charges as foragers. 
The troopers should divide at the centre as they advance, 
and endeavor to assail the battery in its flanks. The for- 
agers assailthe guoners while the second line advances to 
secure tbe batrerv.. The third line is heid in readiness to 
meet any hostile cavalry tha' may endeavor to recover the 
guns. 

lu a brigade of two regiments, tbe first line should consi-t 
of one rewiment, the second line of twu battalions, and the 
third line of the remaining b: t alion of the second regiment. 

COMBAT PATROLS AND GuOUND SCOUTS. 

Each line should have a combat patrol, consisting of an 
officer or N.C. O., and three or four men on each flank to 
gusrd against surprise. 

Each bittalion should bave ground scouts, one or two 
picsea men trom each troup, to precede it ia the advance, 
whose duty will be to give warning of ob-tacles. 

Toese patrols and scouts should generally consist of men 
selecred for their iatelligence and horsemanship. 

Their duties are to guard against any surprise of the com- 
mand by a concealed enemys, and to keep it informed of im- 
practicable grounu io the tront. 

They shoul i precede and fiak the command at distances 
varyiog trom 200 to 500 yards according to the nature of the 
country and shoul | communicate intormatioa promptly by 
sivnals if practicable, otherwise by personal reports. 

When the charge is sounded, the groun!? scouts at once 
gillop to the nearest fliuk and enJeavor to rejoin their 
troops by the rear. Tue combat patrols remain on the 
fliaks and continue to observe the enemy ia order to guarnit 
against possible tliok attacks. 

DISMOUNTED FIGHTING.—THE REGIMENT. 

Before dismounting to fight on foot, troops are alwiys 
formed ia column of fours. 

The mounted escort for led horses, one trooo, is usually 
keptintect andin such formation as will admit of easiest 
deployment in the direction from which the enemy may be 
expected. Its commander posts lookout sentinels on advan- 
tageous points, or throws out scouts for patrolling to guard 
aguiost surprise. 

The led horses and mounted esc rt should be as near the 
dismounted tine as a protected situation will ailuw: they 
are not changed while this cond:tion lasts, unless the dis- 
mounted line makes a material change of position. 

In defensive positions, ali the horses of a squid of eight 
men may be tinked together iu a circie and left to the care 
of one No.4 of the squad who dismounts, or this horse 
holder may care for two bunches of linked horses, by stand- 
ing dismounted and holding by the reias his own borse and 
the horse of the other number four of same squad. 


THE NORMAL FIGHTING ORDER, 

First and second tines, two battalions; at the commence- 
ment of the advance, each troop bas two-thirds to three- 
quarters of strength on the fighting live and the remaining 
one-third or one-fourth are disposed as supports in second 
line, 

The third battalion furnishes the mounted escort and re 
serve; the reserve is held ready for mounted action as long 
as possible If the colonel decides (hat he cannot carry 
the enemy's position without the aid of the reserve, i is 
thea dismounted and pusbed to the fight‘nog line. 

The different phrases of the fight are conducted as in the 
infantry contest. 


Ill. GeyverRat RULES TO BB OBSERVED IN THE EXERCISES 
IN HOSTIL® CONTACT ORDERED FOR “CoURSB OF IN- 
STRUCTION.” 


1, Neither of the opposing commanders will be given any 
intimation as to the instructions given his opponent. 

Each commander will have only such information in re- 
gard to his opponent's positivun and movements, as may 
reasonably be supposed to have been ascertained by 
reconnaissance. 

2. Firing by opposing parties will be discontinued at #0 
yards; the ud pires then decide what is to be’done. 

3. Cavalry charges must stup at 100 yards from the enemy. 
The simulated charges will be made at a gallop. Charging 
at full speed is strictly prohibited. 

4. If an infantry, or dismounted cavairy force allowsa 
cavalry opponent, even if somewhat inferior in strength, 
to approach in line mounted within two hundred yards, be- 
fore the dismounted force begins to fire, the advantage will 
be awarded to the mounted party. 

5. Ifa beavy dismounted fire is opened upon the mounted 
party approaching in line, at a greater distance than two hun- 
dread yards, the advantage will be awarded to the dismounted 

arty. 
aK When a flank is turned the defenders must fall back, 
unless they execute a change of tront before the attacking 
party have opened fire within 400 yards or charged within 
200 yards. 

IV. SpecraL RULEs FOR CAVALRY PATROLS. 

1. Should a deployed patrol be attacked by a hostile pa- 
trol coming on its flank, the fl :oker on that side will hait 
at the enemy’s fire, 1f delivered witain 200 yards, and will be 
covsidered captured. The remainder of the patrol, if infer- 
jor to the attackers, will retire rapidly, but pursuit ata 
rapid gait must be discontinued after passing a distance of 
200 yards. 

2. Should the attacked patrol prove to be superior in 
numbers to the attackers, the latter will retire with such 
loss as may be decided by the umpires. 

3. Toe rules for firing will hold zood up to sixty yards. 
Within sixty yards no shots will be fired. Advantages of 
approach being gained, wi\hout discovery, to witbio a lees 
distance than sixty yards, captures will be made by giving 
tbe command halt. 

4. Despatch bearers riding rapidly will be considered cap- 
tured, if fired upon twice within one bundred yards, They 
may be considered as baving escaped if only one shot is 
fired at them witbin that distanee.

mitting the pop-commissioned officers to continue 
the firing; in fact, the entire practice was mostly 
by the non commissioned officers, the officers (cbiefs 
of platoons) superiptending the firing. 

The practice on the second day was over other 
ground, and a ledge of rocks was used as the tar- 
get; astrong wind was blowing from the front (a 
12 o'clock wind). The practice on this day was not 
as satisfactory as on the first day. 

To insure good results, [ caused all of the car- 
tridges to be used in the practice to be emptied up- 
on a paulin, the powder thoroughly mixed, weighed 
(one pound to each), and returned to the cartridge 
bags; this was some labor, but was sufficiently com- 
pensated for by the results obtained on the range. 

The projectiles used were Absterdam shell, time- 
fuze and percussion; the fuzes were fairly good, 
unexploded sbells were picked up, and on examina- 
tion the powder of the bursting charge was caked 
and adhering firmly to corroded iron surfave.

Dept. of the Mo., Fort Leavenworth, Kas., 
1 have the honor to submit the following report of 
marceuvres of this battalion on the 2d day, Sept. 
24, 1889. 

The battalion was formed at 1 P. Mm. and proceeded 
to a point just north of this camp, where it was de- 
ployed in three lines, as prescribed in Circular No. 
ll, ec. s., Hdqrs. Dept. of the Mo. The same opera- 
lions as on the first day were then repeated, an at- 
tacking point being selected and the general plan as 
given in my last report being carried out, except 
that the first or skirmish line was made smaller, it 
cousisting of but two companies, while in the man- 
ceuvres ol the preceding day, three companies were 
used; also a change was made in the substitution of 
two companies for the line of support in place of 
two sets of fours from each company. 

In these manceuvres the method of advance by 
rushes and the volley firing by group was carefully 
observed, and a much more thorough vcomprehen- 
sion of this plan of attack was shown by both offi- 
cers and non-commissioned officers. Returning to 
camp the same operations were carried out.

A. G. C. Quay as Topo- 
grapher, I crossed the Chilocco at 9.20 a. M. and pro- 

ed south nearly to Deer Creek, where my ad- 
vanced parties gained touch with the enemy, who, 
having been developed by patrols (at 10.20), proved 
to bave about one troop of cavalry. 

The non-commissioned officers in charge of flank- 
ing — advanced parties did their duty intelli- 
geutly.

Under verbal orders of Lieut.-Col. Carlton, com- 
manding the 7th Cav., to proceed in a course south 
from our regimental front, and on the east side of 
the Santa Fe R. R., and patrol the approaches in 
that direction as far south as Deer Creek, [ pro- 
ceeded as follows: 

Left camp at 8.45 a. M., crossed Chilocco Creek at 
ford opposite my line of tents, halted in rear of lst 
Battalion, 7th Cav., until ordered by Adjt.Bullock to 
move outat 9a. m. After passing our line of videttes 
I bore slightly to the east of south, following along 
wire fence about one mile, at which point I noted an 
outpost which I was at first unable to determine as 
friend or foe, and at this point, 9.15 A. M.,sentina 
despatch, a copy of which is attached marked No. 
1, “aA.” 

Proceeding from this point | crossed wire fence, 
bore to southwest, and proceeding about one-half 
mile, formed connection with Lieut. Garlington, 
with my right flankers, followed the general course 
of my line of march as ordered. Having been in- 
formed that Lieut.

To-day’s 
line was slightly in advance of that of yesterday 
and extended in an casterly direction from a point 
south of the quarry to the bend of the Chilocco 
where the general line of that stream tends to the 
eastward.

Actual marching time, one 
hour and torty minutes. Estimated distance about 
7% miles. 

‘the route passed over was practicable for all arms 
of the Service. The ground on either side of the 
trail was rolling prairie. The map furnished the 
battalion commander for bis guidance was found to 
be very inaccurate as regarded the location of roads, 

The reports of Captains Jacksou and Edgerly. 
and Ist Lieut. Robinson, 7th Cavalry, are herewith 
appended marked as above indicated. 

It will be seen from the above report that the dis- 
tance travelled was greater than that contemplated 
in the written instructions to the battalion command- 
er, but this fact was due to the inaccuracy of the 
location of the “third fork ” on the map, an inaccu- 
racy which was admitted by Ist Lieut. Dodge, 
A. D. C. to the Division Commander when he joined 
the column (9.50 A. M.) and inspected the map.

M., baving arrived 
ata pointof the Bors D'Arc road about 8 mils to 
the south of the right flank of our line, I proceeded 
to establish an outpost as follows: 

I should first say. however, that I was verbally 
ordered by Major Whitside to establish my outpost 
about 1,000 yards in advance of the point named, 
which point was occupied by the reserve, as shown 
on accompanying mup—the reserve being in this 
case the main column. 

Riding to the front [| discovered that the limits 
assigned me would throw my vidette line at the 
foot of a slope along a smal! branch of Bois d’Are 
Creek, commanded on the south and west by the 
crest of aridge following the general direction of 
the Creek, and to my lefc frout by quite a large 
grove of trees within striking distance. [ therefore 
dispatched a messenger io Major Whiteside to this 
effect, and advanced my vidette line to overlook 
the crest of the hills to my front and right, and 
placed my left vidette post just to the left of the 
Bois d’Are road in such position as to command it, 
and in view of the approaches up the creek towards 
me. My next post to the right about 500 yards also 
commanded a view tothe right of the grove, and 
to the front a distance of something over 1,000 
yards. My right post was placed about 500 yards 
further tothe west,so as to overlook the crest of the 
ridge referred to above, and also commanded a good 
view foralong distance to the front of my posts 
2 and 3, my posts being pumbered from right to left 
in regular order, though placed in position in re- 
verse order. After making this disposition I noticed 
at once that my vidette post No. 1 was too far to 
the south of the detached post which bad been 
thrown out from the reserve to my right and rear. 
I ordered out a detached post to the west about 
midway between this last named one and my No. 1, 
thus completing the cordon, and the distance being 
rather beyond the limit, 1 connected this outpost 
No. 1 by a connecting sentinel, mounted.

In the meantime Major Whiteside bad ordered up 
an additional support of one platoon—Troop M, 7th 
Cavalry—and 1° had taken position about 500 yards 
to the right and rear of my own support with good 
ground for defence either to the front or right. 

The weak point of my line being the left and 
front, | kept the timber and approaches from that 
direction constantly patrolled, and the conduct of 
my non-commissioned officers and senior privates 
in the performance of this important duty was very 
satisfactory. The enclosed map will show positions 
taken. A few moments atter taking first position L 
was notified that aforce was advancing towards 
our left flank, and I dep!oyed both my picket and 
support into a skirmish line to the left to repel such 
attack.

From the companies here stationed, in addition to 
the two outposts before mentioned, a competent 
support was available for the battery of artillery 
accompanying this battalion, which took its position 
at this point commanding Kock Ford and the ad- 
jacent country. 

On the opposite side of the creek, and the west 
side of the Arkansas river, near the crossing thereol 
at Rock Ford, were stationed two companies of this 
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battalion in a commanding position. From these 
two companies there were established two outposts 
about 600 yards apart along the Arkansas river.

Upon 
arrival at Deer Creek the two companies acting as 
advance guard were ordered forward to establish 
picket posts on the south side of the creek. In ad- 
dition to this two companies were sent forward as 
support to those on the picket line. 

The rewaining three companies of the battalion 
were held iu reserve. The foragers were employed 
in cutting wood, under the protection of the pickets 
and reserve. 

Immediately after the arrival of the command 
communicacions were established with the cavalry 
on ourleft. * * * 

At about 2 p. m. | received verbal orders to with 
draw wy command as soon as Major Bacon's com- 
mand of the 7th Cavalry appeared in my front. 
These orders were subsequently modified so that I 
was directed to fall back with my command after 
Major Bacon's had vollected the wood that had been 
cut by my foragers. Then I was directed to move 
the battalion tv the rear toa hill about 400 yards 
north of my position and crver the movements of 
the party which wastoload the wood. The wood 
was loaded in the wagons, and i then put them in 
front of my battalion and started on the march for 
camp. The wagons were protected by the main 
body of my command. The rear guard was com 
posed of four companies and connected with the 
cavalry line on tbe right and left of us. 

The withdrawal of the command was made in 
perfect order, and the troops reached camp at 
4.50 P.M. 

The command reached Deer Creek at about 10.30

Major Bicon with the other two troops of bis bat- 
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talion, covered the right of our line. Major Baid- 
win with three of bis troops in line and one in re- 
serve covered the left of the line. 

Captain Moylan’s battalion of three troops was 
held in reserve; as the line advanced one of his 
troops, under Lieut. Tompkins, was sent to the right 
to cover the two crossings of the Cbiloceo, and sup- 
port Major Bacon’s line, and one under Lieut. Sco. t 
was dismounted to fill a gap between Major Bac ou 
and Major Baldwin, and one troop of Major Bacon's 
under Lieut. Garlington, was sent to extend the left 
of Mejor Baldwin's line. 

Captain De Rudio’s troop remained in reserve and 
supportto Battery F,4tb Artillery, under command 
of Captain G. B. Rodney, which occupied positions 
opposite and in rear of the centre of the line.

Srr: Iv compliance witb verbal instructions from 
the cclonel commanding, I have the honor to sub 
mit the following report : 

At7 43 4. M. wy battalion left Camp Schofield, in 
rear of the Ist battalion, 7th Cavalry, acd remained 
in column uutil Kock Ford, on the Arkansas River, 
was reached. For the rcute travelled see the ac- 
compan ying map. 

As soon as the ford was reavhed, | formed the bat- 
talion in line, dismounted it, and directed that the 
troops put on their stable frocks. The line was 
formed in rear of the Ist battalion, which had also 
been dismounted. After remaining ia this position 
for some time, I received orders from the colone: 
commanding to move my battalion to the left 
under cover, dismount it to fight on foot, and to ex- 
tend the line of the Ist battalion, which was already 
advancing on our right. I moved my battalion to 
the left in column of fours at a fast trot, changed 
direction to the right, and formed line to the left so 
as to be under cover,and at the same time be di- 
rectly in rear of the position I was ordered to take. 

Il there formed “line of double columns,’’ dis 
mounted the troops to fight on foot, and advanced 
a skirmish line to the front to connect with t! e left 
of tbe line of skirmishers of the Ist Battalion 
Having previously directed that each * No. 4”’ of 
the first platoon of each troop should hold eigbt 
berses. One platoon of each troop was held about 
200 yards in rear of the firing line as a support, and 
one troop (Captain Edgerly's) was held in echelon, 
in rear of the left flank as a reserve. 

Just as the advance was begun, one troop of th« 
enemy dashed in on the left flank of the I+t Bat 
tahon and claimed the capture of the dismountec 
troop on tbat flank (Lieut.

I had been in- 
formed that we were to cover the ford and en- 
dvavor to push back any force that might appear in 
our front. 
The batiery voved forward with the first line of 
supports and when the skirmishers became engaged 
opened fire, iu order to compel a development of 
our opponent's force. The latter appeared in forve 
opposite our right and fire was opened from a posi- 
tion about 500 yards from the ford. The range as 
estimated by me was about 1,800 to 2.000 yards, and 
fire was kept up until the enemy disappeared from 
sight. A few shots were also directed on a promi- 
nent position on the enewny's right which appeared 
to be held in force. 

As our line again advanced the battery moved 
forward and went into position ata point about 
i,200 yards from the enemy, opening fire on his 
rigbt. While in this position two pieces of artillery 
appeared on the crest, near the enemy's centre, and 
eight shots were fired at them before they opened 
fire. At this time I was ordered to cease firing and 
shortly after received orders to returo to camp.

Sir: 1 have the honor to report that, in com 
pliance with the enclosed instructions of Oct. 2, 
and verbal order through A. D. C. this a. M. to 
delay movement until 9 A. M., the regiment left 
camp at 9 o'clock this morning, moved on Rock 
Ford road to crossing of the Chiloeco, which being 
the limit of our vidette line in this direction, an 
advance guard was sent to the front; within about 
four hundred yards of the crossing the advance met 
the enemy's outposts. They were driven rapidly 
back along the Rock Ford road, below the ridge 
from which the ford is visible. The regiment was 
deployed to the right and left and there was some 
dismounted skirmishing. Almost immediately upon 
reaching the crest of the ridge the enemy developed 
bis force sufficiently to show that he had at lea?t 
one regiment of cavalry and one battery of artillery 
on this side of the river. 

My orders required that I should now fall back 
upon the infantry position, but being on'y four 
hundred yards from the junction of the Rock Ford 
and Johnson's Ranch roads and on the ground the 
infantry would occupy, and the infantry and artil- 
lery being still in the rear in a position where they 
could not deploy, I was obliged to hold the ground 
occupied. As the enemy seemed inclined to move 
to our left, I sent orders for the dismounted cavalry 
on that flank to amuse him and draw him as tar 
that way as possible, and having located the troops 
opposite our right, I formed four troops, mounted, 
and held them in reserve on our right. At this 
time the artillery arrived, one platoon going to our 
left, and I understand being considered disabled by 
the enemy’s artillery fire; the other was held below 
the crest of the hill near the mounted cavalry, which 
it was intended to accompany in a movement

For the reason above menti d (R. R. crossing), 
the column was badly broken up and some of the 
troops marched by the finish at the run 
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The brigade was 3 minutes and 25 seconds pass- 
ing the finish. 

The brigade was massed on one side of the defile 
and required to pass the defileand form ‘Left 
front into line,” at a trot, on the opposite side. 
From the time the head of the column debouched 
from the defile till the last troop was in, the time 
was 7 minutes and 88 seconds. 

The Board is of the opinion that, in route 
marches, the walk should not exceed 4.25 miles an 
hour over good roads, preferably only 4 miles an 
hour. 

The trot sbould not exceed 7 miles an hour over 
suitable roads; the gallop should not exceed 10 
miles an hour. 

The trot and gallop should only be used on gen- 
erally level ground or gently rising slope, except 
for short distances and emergencies. 

The march for the first stage (two or three miles) 
should be made at a slow walk of less than 4 miles 
an hour. 

A day’s march should be made in both the walk 
and trot regulated by the commandine officer and 
interspersed with frequent halts and leading.

Sir: I have the honor to enclose reports relating 
to the operations of yesterday. submitted by regi 
mental and battalion commanders, and in eonnec- 
tion therewith to state as follows: * = * 

In compliance with special instructions my bri- 
gade was held in camp, with the exception of one 
troop detailed to go with the infantry column— 
until10 4. mM. At that hour Major Russell's bat- 
talion of the 5th Cavalry was ordered to the east- 
ward towards the Arkansas River on a reconnois- 
gance. ¢ s ° 

Prior to the advance of Major Russell, in accord- 
ance with instructions from the Division Com- 
mander, I established my headquarters near the 
signal station in rear of the 5th Oavalry camp 
at about 9.40 a4. M. At 10.52 a signal despatch was 
received from Lieut. Bell, who was with Major 
Russell, stating that they had met the enemy in 
force, which was confirmed by musketry and ar- 
tillery firing. 

‘* Boots and Saddles” was at onee sounded in 
the 5th Cavalry camp in compliance with instruc- 
tions from the Division Commander, and Ool. 
Wade was directed to move with the utmost rapid- 
ity in support of Major Russell, over a road previ- 
ously indicated by me. A signal despatch was sent 
to Col. Carlton at the 7th Cavalry camp directing 
him to saddle up and mount bis command at once 
and to move via the 5th Cavalry camp and the 5th 
Oavalry trail to a point about two miles east and 
north of that camp and near the State line road. 
Major Rodney's battery of artillery reported to me 
on the road at about 9.30 and under special instruc- 
tions, I directed him te report with his battery at 
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the 7th Cavalry camp and there await further 
orders. 

The signal despatch to Colonel Carlton to sad- 
dle, directed Rodney to remove to the tront at 
once with his battery, by the route heretofore re- 
ferred to. 

The details of the march of the 5th and 7th 
Cavalry and the battery are contained in the re- 
ports submitted. I remained at my headquarters 
at signal station until I saw all my command in 
motion, and then, with my staff, moved rapidly to 
the front to Major Rassell’s command, and made 
a personal examination of the left and centre of 
his line, and from there, havinga knowledge of the 
country, | took in the position of the enemy. It 
was apparent that it was necessary for me to hold 
the line that Major Russell then occupied, particu- 
larly the left of it. I rode back to a point where 
the road or trail turned to the south, having pre- 
viously sent to Major Rodney, whose command 
was the first on the ground, and had been taken 
off the trail and halted there by my order, to allow 
the 5th Cavalry through. I there met Colonel 
Wade, explalned to him the situation, and directed 
him tosend one battalion in support of Major 
Russell's left and another battalion to Russell's 
right to continue that line tothe river and threaten 
the enemy’s left, and notified him that I would 
support him with the 7th Cavalry uvon its arrival. 
After a consultation with Colonel Williston, at his 
suggestion Major Rodney's battery was placed in 
fine position on my left. Upon the arrival of Col. 
Carlton, I directed him to send Major Baldwin's 
battalion in rear of our line, hidden from the 
enemy, by a route which I had previously se- 
lected, to take una position in rear of the right 
centre of Colonel Wade's line, and to report to the 





latter, he having been placed in charge cf that 
portion of the line occupied by his regiment. 
Captain Moylan’s battalion of the 7th Cavalrv was 
ordered in reserve near our left. Isent for Major 
Bacon and directed him to move his battalion, 
east on the State line road to a country that was | 
familiar to both of us, and there to move to the 
south through the depressions which there ex- 
isted, hiding his command and continuing his 
movement until he struck the right and rear of 
the enemy. His orders further contemplated that 
he was tocharge them, roll their line up and cap- 
ture their battery. 

In connection with his movement I proposed to| 
break down the enemy with mv battery. and then 
throw Woodson’s battalion, which was on the left, 
solidly on them. On the completion of al! these| 
arrangements, I started to make a personal inspec- 
tion of my entire line. Unon reaching a point near | 
the left of Russell's line. I found Major Baldwin's} 
hattalion halted, awaiting his return from Col. | 
Wade, and, on account of the firing in his front, I 
rode up to find out what was going on. It seems| 
that the enemy’s right was badly doubled up, and | 
that the Division Commander, for reasons, had 
ordered them back to a new position. This adjust 
ment having been made, and the umpires having | 
authorized a continuation of the action, the enemy | 
moved by the left flank. This movement exposed 
them to the videttes of Major Baldwin’: battalion. 
Capt. Jackson, the senior officer present, dis-| 
mounted his battalion and decimated this line by | 
volley firing. About this time I was so fortunate | 
zs to meet. the Division Commander, who was chief 
umpire of the field, and made my claim that their 
line was captured. TI am led to believe that he co- 
incided with my opinion from the fact that he| 
directed the firing to cease, and ordered me to have | 
the “‘ recall” sounded. While thus occupied with | 
the Division Commander, Major Baldwin rejoined 
his command. mounted it and moved down a} 
ravine at a gallop to a position selected by Colonel | 
Wade in support of his right. Afterthe ** recall” | 
was sounded I saw Major Bacon’s battalion in the 
exact position I expected him to reach--hidden 
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from the enemy, on the flank of their battery, and 
on the flank of their supports. 

The arrival of my aide-de-camp, Lieut. Brewer, 
with orders to stop bis charge, was all that saved 
the enemy from complete overthrow. I respect- 
fully invite attention to enclosed details of the 
operation. 

It is proper for me to state, in conclusion, that it 
was not my original plan to operate in this way, 
but I found it necessary to make these adjust 
ments from the situation of affairs when I arrived 
in the field. When the contest was ended the 
whole of the 7th Cavalry and three troops of the 
5th Cavalry were ready for mounted service.

Srr: I have the honor to report that, m com- 
pliance with verbal orders from the Brigade and Di- 
vision Commanders, I ordered Major Russell to report 
to me at 10 o'clock A. M., with his battalion mounted 
and ready to leave camp. He reported at the bour 
designated, was handed the written order (enclosed 
with his report) and proceeded at once to carry out 
his instructions. The other two battalions were 
held in camp unsaddled until 10.49 a. M.. when a 
courier arrived from Major Russell with information 
that he had met the enemy in force. At the same 
time boots and saddles sounded from the hill just 
north of camp, the position occupied at the time by 
the Brigade and Division Commanders. 

The two battalions were mounted and formed in 
104 minutes and in 11 minutes were clear of 
camp and proceeding at a rapid trot in the direc 
tion taken by the first battalion. 

My orders were to hold one battalion in reserve. 
The 3d Battalion being in advance, I directed Cap- 
tain Woodson to Major Russell’s position, and 
held the two battalions near the battery. 

I then rode to the front and met the Brigade 
Commander who said he had put Captain Woodson 
in position, and directed me to put the other bat- 
talion in well to our right. I moved to the right 
and received an order from the Brigade Commander 
to nold the crest of a ridge in front of where I was 
at the time. Two troops were dismounted and 
moved to the crest, which was beyond the extreme 
left of the enemy, whose left flank at once retired. 
The two troops were then mounted and held near 
the position indicated until recall sounded. 

I do not know the positions or movements of the 
first and second battalions except from the enclosed 


reports.

to Col. Wade and reinforcements requested. In the 
meantime the following dispositions were made to 
hold the enemy until reipforcements should arrive.

‘Finding that the charge could not be carried 
nearer the enemy's position, I passed beyond their 
right flank ard withdrew my command under cover 
of the bi!l in their rear, threw out flankers, and re- 
turned quickly to the left of our line and formed 
across the ravine facing south, and opposite the left 
of Major Bacon’s battalion, then getting ready to 
charge, and with the intention of moving in echelon 
with his battalion to the charge. * * * At this 
treme recall sounded aod under instructions 1 
marched to camp. 

The spirit aud energy with which th -men and 
officers executed the movements was com wsadable.

Sir: I beg leave to submit the following report 
of the part taken by the Ist Battalion of the regi 
ment ia the affair of to-day : 

At 10.5844, the horses being unsaddled at the 
picket line’ “boots and saddles” sounded; in ex- 
actiy six minutes (11.044¢) the battalion had 
mounted, formed line, and been reported to the 
Lieutenant-Colonel ion column of fours, between 
this cawp and that of the 18th Infantry. The other 
two battalions coming up at the same time, we 
moved ata fust trot through and about ly miles 
a little north of east from the camp of the 5th 
Cavalry. At this point 1 was directed by the Regi 
mental Commander to make way for the advanve 
of one of the rear battalions, and to hold the first 
in reserve. 

Afew moments later. I received orders from the 
same authority to come forward with my battalion, 
and bad proceeded buta few paces when, meeting 
the Brigade Commander, I was directed by him to 
move, if possible unseen by the enemy, and assau!t, 
preferably by charging bis right flank. Throwing 
out sufficient advance guard and flankers, | moved 
forward rapidly, and, taking advantage of the 
broken pature of the country, succeeded in form- 
ing the battalion in line between three and four 
hundred yards from and opposite the right flank of 
the enemy's first Jine. I had reached this position 
unknown to the evemy, and found the ground in- 
tervening between us to be simply perfect for the 
purpose designed (a charge). Without unnecessary 
delay, I moved forward with drawn sabres to the 
charge, but very soon encountered Lieut. Brewer, 
A. D. C., who informed me that hostilities had 
been discontinued, and that the Brigade Com- 
wander directed me to cease further action. 

During this parley with Lieut. Brewer my com- 
mand bad passed over the low dividing ridge and 
ba'ted in full view of the enemy, who promptly 
changed front both with his support and reserve, as 
also his artillery, and opened a brisk fire on my 
line. I, however, respectfully submit that had my 
progress pot have been checked by the aide at the 
moment it was assuming a rapid gait, it would bave 
reached by charge a nearer distance than 200 yards 
to the evem v’s flank, before he could have changed 
front and opened on me an effective fire.

{[n addition to my battalion of four troops , Capt. 
Woodsaon, Sth Cavairy, bad two troops of his fine 
battalion in line almost adjoining my left, and l am 
sure he would have given the enemy's reserve and 
artillery all they could attend to. [In the event of 
my charge being repulsed, Capt. Woodson's and my 
battalions could have readily fallen back behind 
the low projecting ridge to our immediate rear, dis- 
mounted and again advanced with a much stronger 
line than the enemy could epare, enfilading his first 
line and overlapping bis reserve and support.

Mann, a staff officer, directed me 
to follow the Ist Battalion, 7th Cavalry, which I did. 

At 11.37 o'clock a.m., 1 received another order 
from the Colonel Commanding to report to Colonel 
Wade, 5th Cavairy, who was commanding the right 
of our line. Limmediately moved off at a gallop to 
obey this order, and sent the Battalion Sergeant 
Major ahead to find at what point Colonel Wade 
was located. But Il had gone only a short distance 
when [ was met by Lieut.

| front, firing by volleys upon the left flank of the 
jenemy. The enemy then withdrew from the crest 
of-the bill, and I remounted the battalion and

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moved to the mght to obey Colonel Wade's order. 
when L was met by another of his aides who showed 
me the position that I was then to occupy. I reached 
this position, formed line of double columus, dis- 
mounted the battalion to fizbt on foot, and threwa 
skirmish line to the front, directing Lieut. Robio- 
son, Comdg. Troop D, to hold bis troop in rear of 
the left of the line, asareserve. Just at this time 
the enemy’s firing line appeared on the crest of the 
hill three or four burdred yards io front of me, and 
I immediately opened fire upon them, and directed 
Lieut. Robinson to put bis troop on the left of m 
line, as J saw that the enemy would overlap my left 
flank. * * when therecall was sounded and I 
was ordered to take my battalion into camp.

Sir: [bave the honor to report that | left my 
camp at about 8 a. M. this date, and joining the bri- 
gude of infantry, commanded by Lieut.-Colonel 
Snyder, 10th Infantry, marched in the direction of 
Rock Ford. Arriving at Chilocco Creek, instead of 
crossing, the command remained on the north side, 
following the creek to within a short distance of 
the Arkansas River, where it was halted on low 
ground, concealed from view on the north and west. 

While Col. Spyder was making knuwn to the offi- 
cers the object of the expeditiou, the cavalry put 
on stable frocks and the infantry canvas fatigue 
coats. The command then began to retrace its 
steps, advanced guards and flankers being thrown 
out. 

| moved over aravine or dry bed of astream, 
formed the battery in line, dismouuted drivers and 
cannoneers, and awaited developments. Meanwhile 
1 rode to rising ground to my front and right, that 
might be advantageous positions for artillery. 

Presently the advance of acolumn of veavalry was 
seen to our front and right (northwest) coming over 
higb ground. 

Our people soon engaged them, and seeing a large 
body of cavalry (the reserves) | moved my battery 
forward as far as possible without being seen, un- 
limbered the guos, running them forward by hand, 
com menced firing—range about 900 or 1,000 yards. 

After a short time the advance of the enemy was 
repulsed and heretired bebind the crest of a very 
high bill. Our iofantry moving forward, I was or- 
dered to move the battery also, and keep within a 
reasonable distance from the main line. We ad- 
vanced about half a mile, or perhaps more, when 
quite a sharp conflict ensued. { had found my bat- 
tery in column of platoons, 80 as to readily manceu- 
vreit. Lsawa battery of artillery goirgg into po-i- 
tion on a high plateau to our right front, ata dis- 
tance of abouta mile. 

A white flag was displayed at this time to my left 
and front. I remained inactive for a short time. 
Meanwhile the opposing battery came into action, I 
did the samme. ‘The opposing battery opened fire 
first, but without results so far as we were con- 
cerned. i fired occasionally at this battery, but 
watched closeiy the movements of cavalry on my 
rigbt front. Two troops of cavalry made a dash for 
the battery. All of the guns of the battery were 
directed upon these two troops. On they came, 
until they were only about 400 yards from the sup- 
ports on my right, commanded by Lieut. Wheeler, 
18th lnfantry, who gave them euch a warm fire, 
which, with that of the battery, must have destroy- 
ed them. To fire effectually at this command of 
cavalry, [ caused the right platoon to change front 
nearly totherear. [ then formed the battery in 
echelon, right piece retired. 

At about 11.454. M. a battalion of cavalry formed 
on our right and front, with the appareut inten- 
tion of charging the battery. A weil directed fire, 
assisted by the fire of the supports, caused them to 
retire after advancing only a short distance. Im- 
mediately after this, the battle was declared ended, 
and | was ordered to return to camp, arriving there 
at about 12.30 Pp. M. ;

Immedi 
ately upon passing the wire fence east of camp, in 
compliance with the verbal orders of the Division 
Commander, I bore to the left and marched along the 
north bank of the Chilocco Ureek, keeping as well 
under cover as possible, until I arrived within 
about half a mile of the Arkansas River, in direc 
tion of the State Line Ford. 

My force being supposed to be that of an enemy 
having crossed at State Line Ford, | made my dis- 
positions accordingly and advanced upon the direct 
road leading towards camp. As the advance passed 
over the first high ground to the west, it met the 
advance guard of a reconnaissance sent out from 
camp, which was driven back upon its supports. 
| continued my advance for about a mile when | 
was met by heavy force of Cavalry in front and 
upon both flanks. 

For the manner in which these attacks were met, 
I respectfully refer to the reports of the subordi 
nate commanders herewith enclosed. 

The artillery under command of Captain Wood 
ruff went into action twice and did most excellent 
service. 

The support for the battery consisted of from one 
to three companies of the 18th Infantry, as from 
time to time was found necessary. Troop G, 7th 
Cavalry, Captain Edgerly commanding, rendered 
most valuable and efficient service advance 
guard, scouts and in actual contact. 

So far as I observed, all officers under my com- 
mand performed their duties promptly and ener- 
getically.

Just 
at this time | was directed by the Brigade Com- 
mander to take the left wing of my battalion to 
protect the left flank, as the enemy was seen ap 
proaching from that direction, which was done. We 
watcbed the enemy closely and in the final firing re 
pulsed him. 

Avother company of the battalion was detuiled to 
assist in supporting the battery against an aftack 
from the right flank, which atiack was successfully 
repulsed. 

The remaining companies of the Battalion acted 
under the immediate direction of the Brigade Com- 
mander. 

At 12 a. I was directed by order from the General 
Commanding the Division to have Recall sounded 
and march my command to camp, where we ar- 
rived atl Pp. m. 

The troops under my personal supervision were 
well bandied by their company commanders, the 
fire was well directed and kept under control of the 
officers.

Sir: Pureuant to orders from Headquarters, Ist 
Brigade, Lofantry Division, dated 6°b instant, I bave 
the bovor to report that at 745 this a. m., the 2d 
Battalion, lst Bngade of infantry was formed 
in ite camp, taspected carefully as directed 
and joined its brigade at the appointed place, 
and warecbed with it to a point about epe-balf mile 
from the junction of Chiloceo Creek with the Ar- 
keneas River op State Line ford read. Upon ar- 
rival at tbis place three companies of the battahon 
were detacbed and ordered to take position, under 
command of Capt. Wm. Auman, 13'b Lofantry, as 
advance guard to a forward movement of the bri- 
gade and cover its front. 

Tbe formation being effected the advance was 
commenced_in tbe manner beretofore ordered. 
When pear the highest point of land on the west 
side of an upkvown creek, a balt was taken fora 
short time for the purpose of observation. Here 
the Brigade Commander directed that the tbree re- 
mainipe companies of the 21 Battalion should cross 
the croek and tabe position pear the right of tbe re- 
serve. This being done, and Captain Bi-bop, 13th 
Infantry, baving beep placed in command with in- 
structio:s to keep within supporting distance, I 
went forward (as the whole of the battalion was 
bow ip tbe advance) and remained in the advance 
when it resumed its forward movemeut, endeavor- 
ing to keep tbe differeut parts of the advauve guard 
in their proper places, preserve the proper intervals 
and to superiot: od the wovement of it, 

In the mavover as above desuribed the advance 
guerd eontivued witbout interruption until at 
about 1045 a. M. when the advance guard of ao 
epemy War discovered in our frout. 

Tbe forward movemeut of our advance guard was 
but sligbily retarded by this, as the enemy slowly 
fell back, firiag up» us. After baving advanced 
about tbree quarters of a mile, a white flag suddenly 
appeared in our fropt waving, and it was under- 
stood by the advance party to mean a cessation of 
fining aud advance; for a sbort time in consequence 
of thie, the forward movement was suspended. 
After this the advance guard continued until it met 
the enemy ia strong force upon a bill abeut a mile 
distant from toe starting-point; at this hill ep- 
peared the advance line of the enemy and a brisk 
fire was opened by bim upoo us. It bere be- 
came necessary to reinforce our front line and this 
was done by pusbing forward the supports ; soon 
thereafter the enemy disappeared from our immed- 
iate front and the firing ceased on this line. 

Captain Aumao, 13 b Infantry, «commanded the 
advanced line, rewained with it during the eutire 
time, and wade excellent disposition and use of ihe 
troops with bim. Almost immediately upon the re- 
tiremeot of the enemy's advance linein our froot 
be was seen in strong force tbreateping our right, 
moving rapidly toward us At this instant the 
three companies beretofore mentioned, were 
quickly brougbt up, placed in an extended line 
covering the threatened position, and two volieys 
from tbe battalion fired at bim at about tbree huu- 
dred and fifty yards distance. This caused bim to 
change bis course at a rapid rate (cuvairy) and be 
bore away toward the rear of the column. Avotber 
mounted forve appeared soon thereafter in our 
right front and after two volleys by battelion dia- 
apreared, going toward the rea: of their position, 
falling back. 

Shortly atter this another threatening demonstra- 
tion was made by the enemy in strovug force on our 
left, and it becume necessary to meet him promptly; 
this wes uccomplisbed by withdrawing the advancea 
line (the only troops avuilabie), there being no 
enemy apparentiy io our front, toa point 10 rear, 
and then ext-nding a line to meet the fast approab- 
ing force of cavairy on the left. The line was 
quickly changed aod the enemy fiired upon when at 
abou: 400 yards distance, The firing was kept up at 
this point with good effect uatii the enemy had ad- 
vanced pear the limit, wheo the bearers of the 
white flag appeared aid gave the signal for a cessa- 
tion. At this time orders were received to with- 
draw tbheintant:y aodreturn tocamp. This was 
done, aud at 1250 Pp. Mm. the 2d Battalion reached its

about t*®o bundred yards from it, and beld it in 
double columo of fours. At 1045 a. M a bostile cav- 
alry battalion came in sigbt about one mile in our 
front, aud the avpearaoce of its videttes and then 
of its main body were promptly communicated to

me by my scouts,and by me to my Brigade Com- 
mander. 

My scouts were concealed until the enemy ad- 
vanced to a trifle less thao one thousand yards from 
our position, when they opeved fire in coajunction 
with che iufantry. | then senta scouting party of 
a 00D commissioned officer and two men to each of 
our flanks with orders to thorougbly scovt tbe 
county ic those directions and report the arrival of 
any of the enemy, and deployed my troop to the 
front to fight on foot, Nos. 4 of the right fours nold- 
ipg eixbt borses. 

The enemy retreated about half a mile and my 
men advanced in a general line with the infautry, 
firing a few volleys as they advanced. At this time 
ibe enemy was strongly reinforced, my s-outs 
from the right flank reporting the appearance of 
two troops of cavalry from the right aod front, and 
those from the left a battalion of cavalry from the 
left uod front. 

l was tben ordered to mount my troop and hold 
ition readiness fr actiou in any direction, and the 
cavalry on our left soon appearing with the evid- 
ent intention of turning our flank, | was ordered to 
oppose them, which | did by dismounting my men 
and forming a skirmish line to the left and rear of 
the left of the infantry line, which had been re- 
formed to prevent being turned. 

Worle in this position a boty of mounted men, 
which I took for a croop of cavalry, emerged from 
the rear of a baystack, about four hundred yards ia 
froct of me, and I fired two volleys at them while 
they were moving by the tink and received no 


reply. 

Waile holding this position, in which [ was not 
fired upon, “ recall”? sounded, and [{ then accom- 
panied the iofantry brigade to camp.

REPORTS OF THE UMPIRES. 
Course of Instruction. [59] 
CAMP SCHOFIELD, Monday, Oct. 7, 1889. 
Assistant Adjutant General, Hdqrs. Dept. in the Field : 


Srr: In compliance with the orders of the Com- 
maoviog Genera! for the umpires to go tothe front, 
I proceeded to tbe line ovcupied by the Battalion 
5°b Cavalry in advance. This battalion was de- 
ployed dismouvted and was bolding a crest over- 
looking the valley of the Arkansas River. I[mme- 
diately io front of this line the enemy was advan- 
cing with iofantry in streng force, baving a 
skirmish line, groups and flankers; a battery of 
artillery in rear and a troop of cavairy oo the left 
flank. A portion of this troop was dismounted aud 
yo skirmish line, while a few of the mea were 
mouates and posted well out to the left on the 
ridge. 

The advance of the brown infantry was made by 
a series of rusbes, and finally succeeded in driving 
the cavalry from the crest, compelling it to mount 
and withdraw. 

A strong demonstration was then made by rein- 
forcements which had reached the blue cavairy on 
tbe leit flank of the brown infantry. This move- 
ment was observed and reporied in good time and 
Was provided against by faciug the rear battalion 
brown intantry to tke left (1t beiog in column on 
tbe road) aod marcbing it to a position well adavted 
to resist atiack from the blue cavalry ; a «mall de- 
tachment of this cavairy appearing co the crest 
was soon drivev back, distance about five bundred 
yards. This part of the brown infantry remained 
lo this position, and the advance infantry changing 
front from north to west made connection. About 
tbis time a battalion blue cavalry (5th) -Woodson— 
made a demonstration on the rignt flin« of the 
brown infantry, threatening the brown battery. 

Two of the troops of tbis battslion, B and D, 5th 
Cavalry, then charged the infant: y and baitery and 
were repulsed ; the rigbt platoon of the brown bat 
tery pro:nptly changed tront to the right aod 
opened fireon tbhecuvalry; at the same time two 
com panies of infantry (orown) opened fire, being in 
support of the battery. After the repulseof the 
biue cavairy oo the right flank a portion of the io 
fantry support (~rown) was moved to the left and 
rear of toe infantry line of battle as a support io 
case of advance of blue cavalry from the left. The 
right platoon of the brown battery was again faced 
to the front and opened fire on tbe battery (blue) on 
tbe bill. Abeut this time firiog was ceased and the 
recall sounded, 

l respectfully suggest that in these manceurres 
sufficient opportunity is not given subordinate offi- 
cers on the ground to see what w going on and 
satis’y themselves as to results. In to-day's prac- 
tice, lor lostance, tbe blue cavalry was marched to 
the rigbt aod hidden bebind a bill and wes held 
tbere until they mounted and rode to camp. It 
would bave been a satisfaction and slso instruction 
to both officers and meno If they could bave seen the 
situation of the enemy beyond the crest.

Sik: 1 bave tbe bovor to submit the following re- 
port as ussi+tant umpire io the operations this day. 

On reaching the firing line of tbe blue, one troop 
(Forbush's) was on the crest (dismounted) in front 
of tbe centre (of brown) under the fire of a light 
skirmish line of brown which was advancing by 
ruebes followed hyaline of supports aod reserves, 
both devinyed. * * * 

The supports to Mejor Cook's skirmish line 
(brown) were beld too tar from tbe skirmish line as 
the latter approached the crest, and was io the posi- 
tion to grapple with theenemy. Had bis supports 
beep advanced promptly, they could bave taken 
and beld the crest. When the «birmish line reacbed 
the crest, the supports and reserve remained for 
some time io statu quo, when the advance of the 
blue repulsed them.

Baldwin made a flank march, mounted, witbin a, 
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distance of 500 yards of the enemy (the line re- 
pul-ed from the crest) and croesed adraw. After 
moving several yards to the rigbt this battalion dis- 
wouoted to fight, under shelter ot the ridge and 
bavstack, but within 300 yards of the crest of the 
ridge. lt was met by a battalion (of brown) of su- 
perior strength taken from the reserve forces, but 
1ovluded on the right of the linea portion of that 
repulsed from the crest. Tbe lead horses were not 
sbeltered from the fire from the ridge. When the 
lines were witbin 200 yards the action ceased.

Camp ScHOFIELD, I. T., Oot. 7, 1889. 


To the Assistant 4fgfent General, Forces in the Field, on 
Chilocco Oreek, I, T.: 


Sir: Pursuant to instructions [I proceeded this 
A. M. to overtake Mejor Russell's batcalion 5th Cav- 
alry (blues), [ came up with this command just as 
Major Rus-ell wus signaling that be bad devel- 
oped a large force of the enemy; the firing had 
begun some time before. 

Major Russell's battahon was dismounted, holdin 
the crest of a hill about 1,200 yards west of that hel 
by the browns, which was composed of the infan- 
try, ope troop of cavalry and ove battery of artil- 
lery. The nfantry bad thrown forward a lhgbt 
skirmish line, and was supported by the artillery, 
both frog; the infantry firiug line was much less 
tban that of the dismounted cavalry, posted ina 
strong position, but continued to advance throuch 
open ground to within four hundred yards, the 
blues slowly retiring. When the browa's infantry, 
bad passed about baif the distance, both of the re- 
serve lines balted, the skirmish liane continued the 
forward movement to the crest of tbe bill origi- 
nally beld by the blue cavalry, so far in advance of 
their reserve lines as to be totally unsupported. 

At this time the rest of the blue cavairy battalions 
aud a battery of artillery, commenced to appear on 
the ground, as also otber assistant umpires, one 
battalion blues, Capt. Hayes’, passed around to the 
left flank of the browns, unobserved, and dis- 
mounted to fight on foot at a distance of 800 yards; 
had tbey been quicker in forming their lines, the 
browns could have been taken io flank, before the 
could have formed to oppose them, which they di 
by detaching two companies from their reserve 
lines, and dismounting the troop of cavalry they 
had witb them. 

The blue battalion did not tire a shot. Lieut. 
Swift toid me tbat Capt. Edgerly. 7th Cavairy, 
commanding the brown dismounted cavairy, 
claimed to have fired on Capt. Hayes’ battalion, 
whilst marching by the flank mounted, witbin 400 
yards. I saw all of these dispositions made, and he 
could pot bave dove so, as when the firing began, 
Capt. Hayes’ battalion was dismounted aud out of 
sight. There were mounted men in sight, but at 
least 600 yards away, so! made po decision on the 
matter, but told Lieut. Swift where all of the torces 
were at the time. A cavalry charge was made from 
the left of tbe blue liue and was received by all of 
the browns witoout changing their front, al- 
though the charge was made almost on the 
right flank, slightly from their front. Aft-r 
the charge the brownsswung round to the rigbt, 
makiog with their detached companies on the left 
flank, two sides pearly paraliel, perpeodioular to 
toeir original front aud faced in opposite direc- 
tions, thus exposing themselves to a flank fire from 
the blue artillery. 

Just before the action terminated, one battalion 
of blues, Major Ba'dwin, 7'b Cavalry, passed by the 
left flack of tbe browns’ original front ana dis- 
mounted to ight on foot, the left of the browns’ 
line fecing porth, swung back and connected with 
those compavies which bad been detached to their 
left flank, and received this attack, the browne’ line 
was formed and a heavy tire opened on the biues 
before they bad fully formed their lines; tbe num- 
bers oa each side were about equal; if any the 
browns werethbe stronger force. At this time the 
white flags signaled to stop firing.

The Arsistant Adjutant-General, Oamp Schofield, Indian 
Territory: 

Sir: The following report of operations observed 
by me this moroing is respectfully submitted : 

At 10a. mM. [ proceeded with Mejor Russell's bat- 
talion, 5ta Cavalry, along that roud to Rock Ford 
which runs norton of the wire feace to the westo 
thiscamp. Captain Forbush’s troop wae disposed 
as advarce guard. 

At 1045 the scouts were fired on, at considerable 
di-tance, by several parties of troops, aloog a back- 
boneia froot about one mile from the Arkansas 
River. Captain Forbush took a position op the 
near side ot along swale which ran parallel with 
the bickbone on which the ensmy appeared. lhe 
main body proceeijed to favorable gruuad alon 
the rocky crest of bigh ground to the porth ap 
rear: inthis place it wason the flank of @ hostile 
advance totbe camp. Matters were now progress- 
ing rapidly on the otber side. The G@ret firing in- 
creased so Much that it looked as if tne advanced 
parties were very urar to toeir supports, artillery 
fire opened quickly upon the meio columoa, a part 
of which seemed to be long in getting cover. The 
led borses of the advanced guard were also exposed 
for a while, but were soon retired. The ad vanved 
troops of the browsGs promptly showed a troop of 
dismounted cavalry on the right of several infantry 

*. 
— advance, now their rear guard, retired 
slowly as it became pecessary, and floaliy oocup'ed 
a part of the defensive live of the maiv body. [be 
brown advance was not vigorously pushed at this 
stave, and alltbeir troops came slowly down tbe 
reverse slope of the long draw before referred to. 
The cavalry mounted and disappeared from my 
view and the infantry advanerd on a narrow front 
with their flank: apparentiy unprotected. The eup- 
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ports and the main body both marched ia line wi bh 
@istances greatly reduced. 

At 11.15 the cavairy from Camp Schofield airived 
and re-inforced the biue position, and sent batta!l- 
ions to eavh flank of the brown advanve. The 
brown advance went > the rocky slope in their 
front, biuea retreated but turned and probably 
overpowered their opponents. Pursuing too far, 
th: se troovs themselves ran isto largely outopumb- 
ering browns. The engagement was bere stopped 
within about 50 or 60 yards by the Commanding 
Geoveral. 

Ono the left a blue cavalry battalion came down in 
plain view to attuck the infautry flank. The latter 
formed tothe fliok ani the artillery opeved from 
the rear. ‘The cavulry moved bopeiessly along the 
flank and, finding no opening, retired. 

Oa the right, blue cavairy moved under cover and 
forced the browns to form to this flank, also 30 toat 
they occupied a wedge-«baped position with tbe ar- 
tille y at the base. The blu- cavairv bere was mortiy 
dismounted and was not boldly used. [tappeared to 
bave been neutralized fora long time by an inferior 
force (Edgerly, 7th Cav.) 

Orders to break off the action were issued about 
12.15 P. M.

Sir: Io accordance with the verbal order of tbe 
Commanding General [{ have the houcr to report 
that as assistant umpire, | observed the following 
during tbe engagement this morning. Upon my 
arrival on the field, [saw of the blues one troop of 
cavalry, mounted, two troops of cavalry, dis- 
m>unted, marching to the rear to the led norses, 
aud afourth troop, dismounted, stil! holding the 
crest pear the spot where the Division Commander 
established himself. This cavairy was the 1st Bat- 
talion (Mejor Russell's) of the 5th Cavalry; the 
troop still noldiog the crest was Troop L, 5.0 Cav- 
alry, Captain Forbush's. Opposed to them and ad- 
vancing, were three linea of brown avd white in- 
fautry. The advance line was very weak and very 
narrow and at this time, about 300 yards from the 
crest; the second line was apparently from 60 to 80 

ards in rear, and seemed to be at a halt; thes+cond 
ine seemed to be in actual line of battle and stand- 
ing up; afew seconds later it moved up afew yards 
aod lay down. The third line, also io line of battle, 
seemed to be mucb stronger than either of the other 
two, and was us far as | could judge, not more than 
one bundred and fifty yardsin rear of the second. 
The firing line was commanded by Captain Auman, 
13:b Infantry. Some artillery was posted a little to 
the right and several bundred yards io rear of the 
third line, and with or near this artillery there 
seemed to be some cavalry, perbaps a platoon or a 
troop at most. After 1 had reached tne line, the 
brown infaatry first line became much stronger, 
and continuing the advance, by rushes, soon forced 
the single troop of biue cavalry (L, 5th Cavalry), to 
retire, which they did in good order. After the 
troop withdrew, the brown line continued to ad- 
vance in astraggling manner, but before reaching 
the crest a line of dismounted blue cavalry appeared 
upon this crest and the bill occupied by the General, 
and opened atire upon tnem. The straggling line 
of brown infantry quickly fell back upou part of 
those in rear, presumably supports, and advanced 
against the crest again, this second timein much 
stronger and better furmation. The two lines hav- 
lng gotten within 60 or 70 yards of each other, Lieut. 
Swift and I[ stopped the firing, which fact [ reported 
to General Merrict. [See Note 2] 

Tnese two opposing lines remained in this position 
some ten or twelve minu'e, and in the meanwhile, 
other blue cavalry appeared upon the riebt and 
left; on the left of the biue two troops, one sorrel or 
bay and one gray. The sorrel ur bay troop charged 
three times, and each time being received by a 
heavy fire from tbe browns, must have been after- 
ward: practically out of the figbt, This fire seemed 
to come from the second and third lines of brown 
infantry; after the tirst charge of this cavairy troop 
tbe second line wheeling to the right and facing 
borth. How much of the third line was firing | 
could not see. Oa the rghta battalion of the 5th 
Cavalry (Capt. Hayes’) under Col. Wade in person, 
took up a flanking position on the left of the brown 
line. 1 could not see the result of this nor by what 
force they were opposed. A battalion of tne 7th 
Cavairy (Major Baidwin’s) having dismounted un- 

der shelter of the ravioe to the right of the crest 
formerly held by Capt. Forbush, 51h Cavalry, and 
being in position to capture ur destr«y the line of 
brown infantry uoder Capt. Auman, 13to Lofantry, 
then required to remaio as it was. the Division 
Commander directed me to inform bim (Capt. Au- 
man) that be might fall back and joio bis rigot with 
the line that was faving north, ana direct bim to re- 
fuse bis left, which order I delivered, and Capt. Au- 
mao fell back aa directed; shortly after, the battal- 
ion of Major Baldwin's biue cavairy, gave this line 
of brown iufantry (Capt. Auman) two volleys which 
must bave brokeu the infantry, and made it retire 
in confusion. A few shots were returned from the 
browus. Major Baidwin’s battalion of blue cavairy 
mounted and moved atagaliop down to the left 
flank of tbe browns about three or four hundred 
yards, formed in colu on of fours facing north, dis- 
mounted aod prepared to assaii the left flank of the 
browos, when he was met by a beavy fire from the 
browns, a greater portion of whom belonged to 

Capt. Aumson's command, and should bave been 
considered outof the fignt. Major Baldwin, bow- 
ever, formed in but one line and did not leave a 
guard with the led horses, and if the infantry line 
opposed to bim was not out of the figbt from the 
previous successful manceuvre of bis bittalion bis 
force could not bave reacbed their borses, whici 
Were only about 300 yards frem tne brown iafantry. 

If suc Crssf al here, however, the entire position of 
the browos must have been turned, and with the 
mounted battulion under Col. Wade on the same 
flank the browos wust nuve been swept off the field, 
for Col. Wade's force was net a thousand yards 
from the extrewe right of the browns, whieh (the 
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right) were fighting with their backs to him. (See 
Note L.) 


At cois time the order to stop the firing and that 
every one should march to camp reacoed me, aud 
the browns and bives marched off the field. The 
blue artillery, Mejor Bacon's and Capt. Moylan's 
batralions, | had no opportunity to observe, except 
the manceurriog of Capt. Moyiun's battalion of the 
7th Cavairy, woich very successfully gained the 
right flank of the browns, but in his charge being 
received by a heavy fire, he wheeled about by fours 
in excellent order and retired over tne crest.

Norte 1.—I understand that the recall was directed 
by the General Commanding at the time that Major 
Baldwin bad delivered what he calls his *‘two bliz- 
zards"’ at Capt. Auman’s line. These two volleys 
were certain!y very heavy and more in accordance 
wito tre instructions for limiting the firing than 
the scattering and yet continuous fire of the in 
fantry lines. At the time that Major Baldwin was 
ready to assail the left flank a second time, if Capt. 
Auman’s line had retreated, or bad been destroyed, 
there was pot more than one full company of ir- 
tantry to withstand bis battalion and Capt. Hayes's 
(Col. Wade iv person being with this last one) which 
was about three to four bundred yards to the right 
of Major Baldwin and io plain view of the latter. 
Perbaps Major Baldwin took this into consideration 
when he left no reserve. I could see no other in- 
fantry between the two cavalry battalions and the 
rear of the [nfantry right. This, bowever, was 
after the time that | understood recall was directed. 
At the clese of all manceuvring the brown infantry 
was in nearly a rectangular formation, with one 
line facing north and another nearly south,and the 
distance between was not more than four or five 
hundred yards. I could not see exactly, but my in- 
formation is that the blue battery could enfilade 
both lines.

Sin: Ihave the honor to submit the following 
report and appendices upon the work of the Medi- 
cal Department at Camp Schofield, I. T., covering 
the period bet ween Sept. 24 and Oct. 11, 1889. 
Upon the organization of Camp Schofield Sept. 24, 
in compliauce with Circular No. 10, Headquarters 
Dept. of the Missouri, Sept. 14, 1889, I had the 
honor to assume the duties of Chief Medical Officer 
of the command in the field.

There were eight ambulances, two only of which 
were driven by men of the Hospital Corps, and one 
of these men was assigned to other duty while in 
camp. 

The work devolving upon this Department natur- 
ally divided itself ynto the practical and theoretical, 
the former pertaining to the care of the sick present- 
ing from day to day, the latter to the instruction of 
its officers and men in field work under conditions 
of active service assumed to exist during continu- 
ance of manceuvres. In order to meet the first a 
divisional hospital was organized for the treatment 
of the seriously sick: this consisted of hospital tents 
arranged cruciform, and capable of extension in any 
direction. Five hospital tents were used as dispen 
sary wards and mess tent. One wall tent with ex- 
tended fly for kitenen, two wall tents and four 
common tents for quarters of men of the hospital 
corps, and a common tent for office. Additional 
canvas was at hand to meet emergencies which for- 
tunately did not arise. Two of the wards were 
furnished with the regulation beds, the third with 
hand litters, and were capable of accommoda ing 
very comfortably fifteen patients. Material at hand 
would bave permitted of considerable increase of 
this number if found necessary. 

The kitchen was supplied with a range and all 
essentials to the proper preparation of food. 

Medical officers were assigned to duty as follows: 
Capt. Blair D. Taylor, asst. surgeon, to the 7th 
Cavalry; Capt. C. N. B. Macauley, asst. surgeon, 
to the 5tb Cavalry; 1st Lieut. R. R. Ball, asst. sur- 
geon, to the Infantry Brigade; ist Lieut. B. L. Ten 
Eyck, asst. surgeon, to the Artillery Battalion; 
A. A. Surgeon W. Whitney, executive officer of 
hospital; A. A. Surgeon F. 5. Dewey, op duty at 
hospital, and during sick call with Major Cuok’s 
battahon of infantry. 

The medical arrangements were as follows: At 
sick call the men of each command presented them- 
selves to the medical officer assigned to duty there 
with; tho-e ordered into hospital were taken there 
in ambulances, one of which, with an attendant, 
reporting to each medical officer at the hour of sick 
call; those treated in quarters were prescribed for 
by the surgeon, and the medicines dispensed by an 
orderly permanently detailed with each command. 
A nomerical report of sick was sent to each bead- 
quarters, and 4 nominal list to the chief medical 
officer, who made a consolidated numerical report 
to Division Headquarters, and a nominal consoli- 
dated report to the Surgeon General, U. S. A., and 
Medical j)irector Dept. of the Missouri. This plan 
concentrated the clerical work and proved excellent 
under the existing conditions, but in actual service, 
with increased facilities then always obtaining, the 
regimental method of reporting to the Medical 
Department authorities would prove far more sat- 
isfactory, the regiment being a constant factor, the 
division an ever-changing one. 

The movement of sick during the encampment 
was as follows, viz. :

The diseases were chifly those pertaining to 
camps, malarial fevers, diarrha, and dysentery,and 
while some of the cases were serious, none resulted 
fatally. The sick report shows a somewhat re- 
markavle and certainly unexpected fact, that there 
was a progressive increase in non-effectiveness from 
sickness during the first eleven days, and there- 
after a marked decrease, as shown by the following 
record taken from the consolidated morning report:

The scope of the theoretical instruction of the 
Medical Department is defined in G. O. 12 above- 
mentioned, as follows, viz.: ‘* The exercises of the 
Medical Department wiil consist in establishing 
dressing stations at convenient points in rear of 
imaginary lines of battle, sending out litter bearers 
to bring in ‘dummy’ wounded, setting up field 
hospitals and breaking camp, moving to the front 
and rear, re-establishing camp, litter dmlls, and 
loadiag and unloading wounded from the ambul- 
ances.” 

These instructions were carried out so far as 
practicable and with measurably satisfactory re- 
sults. Certain important considerations materially 
interfered with perfect success. The demands made 
upon the Department for the care of the s‘ck, 
which had to be met before all else, occupicd the 
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| entire time of a large part of the force under my 
command. Two non-commissioned officers were 
constantly employed at the hospital, and the re- 
waiving two almost constantly employed. 

Six privates were on duty in the hospital, three 

orderlies were permanently detailed with medical 
officers in the different camps, one was an ambul- 
ance driver, and one was incapacitated on account 
of sickness, leaving but seven men available for 
field work. In addition, four privates of the line 
and twocitizens were on duty as ambulance drivers. 
To meet the possibilities of sickness or accident, 
medical officers and ambulances accompanied the 
different commands during the marceuvres, and 
with each ambulance was an orderly with medicine 
case. 
These orderlies had to be supplied from the seven 
available men, as those detailed in the camps re- 
mained behind to attend to the sick in quarters. It 
is thus seen that the Medical Department was too 
largely occupied in meeting the actualities of the 
camp to permit of its very extended theoretical in- 
struction. 

The want of uniformity in the bearer drill of tho 
men added largely to the difficulties of the situa- 
tion. Assembled from nine different posts, at each 
of which a different manual had been taught, any 
combined action was simply out of the question, 
and the instruction in yet another method would 
have only added confusion. One poor fellow, upon 
being asked in what method he had been instructed, 
replied that he kad already learned six different 
drills, but thought perhaps he might be able to 
learn another. I have heretofore had occasion to 
comment offi_ially on this condition of affairs and 
can abate nothing from what was then said. 

It is absoluteiy chaotic, each little detachment is 
arule unto itself, and apy uniformity of action 
when tbese detachments are consolidated is simply 
our of the question. There certainly should be no 
difference of opinion upon this subject among medi- 
cal officers, if the Hospital Corps 1s to be regarded 
as a military body, and expected to act in concert 
in large numbers, it should be instructed accord- 
ingly, i. e., by one method only. An experience 
during the field mapceuvres for the last two years 
bas foreed tbis opinion, long entertained, into a 
conviction that we are losing valuable time and de- 
moralizing the corps by the use of conflicting 
methods, 

Those who strive to improve it, simply have their 
labor for their pains; the men cannot be made to 
take interest in learning that which to-morrow they 
may be called upon tounlearn. They cannot be 
expected to take pnde in an o: ganization the scope 
of which seems not to be understuod even by the 
medical officers upon whom its success depends. 
But in spite of these drawbacks 1 desire to bear 
testimony to the fact that the men of the Hospital 
Corps did their important work very well, far better 
than it could have been done under the old method 
of extra du'y details, and under conditions, the 
pecuniary reward for which was not at all com- 
mensurate with the labor required. 


* * . * * 


I venture the opinion tbat in field manceuvres as 
little as possible should be left to the imagination, 
for at best this faculty must be lareely drawn 
upon. Wars without casualties belong to a state 
of affairs with which we are not concerned, and 
these casualties, I am led to believe, form an im- 
portant factor in the conduct of all military oper- 
ations, The casualty results of contact with differ- 
ent arms has been so uccurately determined that 
the conduions being settled upon before hand, 
; Which they necessarily must be in camps of 1p- 
struction, the numover of killed and wounded, and 
the character of wounds could be easily calculated. 
To make tbe lesson as realistic as possible, to in- 
introduce a factor of the greatest importance, it 
seems to me desirable that a given number of offi- 
cers and men in every contact opera ion shouli be 
required to reprerent the killed and wounded, for 
these are the net results of battle. I presume this 
Suggestion will meet with opposition on the part of 
many, but its importance cun scarcely be gainsaid. 
Shouid such a plan be put into ¢xecution the ne- 
cessity tor the instruction of the hospital corps and 
company bearers in their special field work would 
be uch more apparent to those who would venefit 
by it than at present seems to be the case. 

With an object lesson of this character before 
them, in future there would be less hkelihood of 
Learing the comment recently made by an officer 
that it was ‘‘ridiculous to see well men carried off 
on stretchers,” just after he had enthusiastically 
appluuded a charge made by a skirmish line which 
rushed up a bill to attack an enemy which had no 
existence in fact or fancy. 

If, however, the Hospital Corps is to profit by in 
struction of this character, it must be assembled in 
larger numbers than obtained at Camp Schofield, 
for there, as already sbown, I had sca:cely more 
than enough to meet the lare current demands 
made upon wy department. 

In concluding this report, I desire to commend 
the zealous and faithtul discharge of duty on the 
port of all the offizers and men of my command 
who, I venture to helieve, contributed their full 














share towards tbe success of toe field work at Camp 
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Schofield, which all are agreed was most success-

REPORT OF THE SIGNAL OFFICER. 


Course of Instruction. (65)

To the Asst. Adjutant General, Troops tn the Field : 

Sir: As Sigoal Officer of this camp, | bave the 
bonor to make the foilowing report: | reported for 
duty Sept. 22. After inquiry into the suppositi- 
tious requirements of the “Course of lostruction” 
in the way of signal operators and equipments, it 
was decided to detail oue pon-commissivned officer 
and eight privates, mounted, and two non-commis- 
sioved officers avd four privates from the 1ofaotry. 

The former were to ure flags and torcbes, the lat- 
ter 10 operate two beliographs. Each of these was 
manned by one non-commissioned officer and two 
priyates. The mouoted men were divided into 
pairs and could therefore man Lut four siations at 
a time. 

Their work began with tbe first oy out post 
duty, when messages were excbanged tween the 
Commanding Geveral and a staff officer at Division 
Headquarters a mile or more awsy. Oo the second 
day of this work vo use was found forthem. Tues 
day, Oct. l.a parc of the command was sent ou ae 
foraging expedition, the rest being disposed in such 
@ manner astoguard against flank attacks by the 
«pewy on the foragers’ line of retreat. Tbe various 
commands in this mancuvre covered a scope of 
country perbaps eight miles square. 

Signalmen, having been deiailed to accompany 
each command, succecded fairly well in keeping up 
commupication between them apd tbe Command- 
ing General from a central locality. Helograpb 
statious were also located ard made _ vconsider- 
able use of on this occasion. Several miscarriages 
of design occurred during the day, not occasioned 
by apy inberent unfitness of signaling for the pur- 
pose then in view, however, as it was seen, after the 
marcuvre was over, bow, by different instructions 
to, aud dispositions of the operators, the mishaps 
miebt bave been prevented. 

On the first day of contact signalmen with the 
cavulry advance succeeded in establisbing com- 
muovication with the infaotry reserve coming up io 
rear. No furtber use was made of them. Early in 
the morning of the second day of contact. oper- 
ators were sept to the 71(b Cavairy camp and others 
stationed near the camp of the 5th Cavalry, where 
a beliograpb station was a'so establisbed. et ween 
these s‘utious commupication was admirably kept 
up and efficient service rendered. One batialion of 
the cavairy was sent in advanceand came in con- 
tact with an enemy about three miles from camp. t 
accompanied this force, taking with me sicnalmen 
and heliograph operators. Although the +ffort was 
made witb both parties, success in opening Com muni- 
cation with the rear by sigoals from a position (im- 
mediately behind our line) selected after the attack 
bad begua, was sufficiently tardy to have given an 
enemy considerable advantage over froops whose 
movements depended on me-sages thus received. 
This was by far the most urgent need there had been 
tor prompt srvice. 

When seeking to assign causes for the failure, I 
am inclined to become compreheusive and thiok it 
was everything. Some of them would possibly 
bave not existed bad tue signal officer and operators 
possessed more experience. Others on the contrary 
were of such a nature as would be liable to bappeao 
toany one and cannot be avoided under any con- 
ditions. 
lum led to think by my limited experience here 
and elsewhere witb signaling that its practicable 
aod reliabie use is confined to that from permanent 
or semi-permapent stations, which there is plenty 
of time to establish, and especially where they are 
so far apart as to tuke a mounted man a considera- 
ble time to traverse the distance between. There 
are sufficient conditions liable to exist and interfere 
with the succers of signaling, to, in my opinion, de- 
stroy confideuce in iis reliability on the field of 
battle where distances are not 80 great as arule 
that mounted men cannot be used to advantage, 
and where certaioty of delivery witbio a time that 
can be defloitely approximated is of the greatest 
im portauce. 

Some use was made of the signalnen in transmit- 
ting messages between the various camps of the 
command. Night sigoaliog with torches was prac- 
ticed but not wade uvy use of. Owing to the very 
recent adoption of tbe code now in use (American 
Moree adopted latter part vf June) to fieid service 
and, it is pre-umed, to other causes, meo qualified 
to signal could uot be found in the majority of or- 
ganizations of the commani. Those obtained were 
Dot all well qualitied. 
The probability of obtaining better would have 
been grester had there been wore organizations to 
select from, as will likely be the casein any suc- 
ceeding year. 
Toe Wemorandum attached exbibits the state of 
instruction +«x:atiog in each conmand in camp as 
nearly as it could be ascertaiaed.

HOW LOSSES IN BATTLES INCREASE. 


AT the battle of Ligny, both victors and vat- 
quisbed suffered a loss of over 25 per cent. of their 
tote! pumbLers, in an action which lasted from 2 P. x. 
to9Pr. M. approximately. That implies that at the 
end of the day some 50.000 killed aud wounded cov- 
ered the area on which the fighting took place. Let 
us compare tbis battle, one of the bloodiest but oer- 
tainly not the bloodiest of the many that took place 
during the Napoleonic era, with the very bieodiest 
fighting of all whicb bas occurred since the ivtro- 
duction of the breecb-loader, and bet ween the same 
mations, an essential factor to be borne in wind: we 
allude to tbe battle of Vionville. Ia this action, 
which began at 94. M. and lasted till late into the 
night, 58000 Germans of all arms fougbt against 
9.000 French—and lost, the Germans 22 per ceovt., 
“the French 13 per cent. of tbeir strengetu. Ip these 
figures tbe troops present on the fleid but bot en- 
gaged are included, whereas at Lignuy practivaily all 
the men on the ground were on botno sides brought 
inte action. Now, tbe real strain on the discipline 
and endurance of the troops depends on the rapidity 
with which the losses are suffered, with the close- 
ness with which the dead and wounded lie, aod with 


*the ghastly pature of the wounds ivflicted. As 
0 


Ligny the losses could only be. flictea during the 
wbort space of timeion which the aitac: kiog troops 
were passipg over the narrow stretch of fire-swept 
ground, a stretch barely one-tenth the width of that 
the Germaus had to cross at Viouville. Almost the 
whole of Me loss was suffered on an area about two 
aniles long and barely a quarter of a mile broad. la 
otber words, sowe 50 000 dead and dying were piled 
togetber on baeif asquure mile of ground; whereas 
at Viopville the dead asd dying were distributed 
over an area eight miles by two, and th+se men were 
killed mostly by smali bore rfie bullets or frug- 
menis of shell, instead of being wowed down by 
solid shot and 14-Lore bails. But tbe sirain on tee 
troops is ultimately produced by the borror of what 
the men see around them. There can be no doubt 
that the fieid of Ligoy was afar more vivid pres- 
eptation of bell upon eartb than any of the fignts of 
the last war. Yet the steady old shou'der-ro- 
sboulder discipline stood it on both sides, for 
neither wus demoralized at the close of tbe day, 
whereas both French and Germans bad about 
reacbed the end of tbeir tetber as night fell on 
August 16.—Army and Navy Gazette. 








ARTIS‘IIC TIN SOLDIERS. 


GREAT artistic excellence has been reached in 
Europe in the manufacture of tin soliiers, A Ger- 
man military officer bas found it possible to repre - 
sent military operations on a large scale by torir 
means. He bas collected 35.000 tin soldiers, belonz- 
ipg to every branch of the service and completely 
equirpeo, apd has displayed them oo a platform in 
tbe Kempton Barracks, to illustrate a siege con- 
ducted in accordance witb tbe beet teaching of 
modern tactics. The scenery and o'ber appurten- 
avces bave all been supplied by toys in common 
use, and tbe picture is said to be marvellously per- 
fect. A Frepcb garrvon, of course, occupies the 
fortress, avd naturally is compelled to surreader.—

NEW PUBLICATIONS. 


The J. B. Lippincott Co., Philadelphia, publish a 
volume by Judge Sanford M. Green, late of the 
Mie-bizan Beoch, on Crime, its Nature. C.uses, 
Treatment, and Prevention. It is toe presentauon 
in More enduriog form of ideas oo this subject here- 
tofore commubpicated 10 instructions given to juries 
in criminal cases. Toese ideas are based upou the 
theory of moral disease, the jury being regarded as 
a couovil of pbysicians called in to diagnose the 
case, und prescribe ‘be treatment, whico the learned 
judge tbioks should assimilate to that provided for 
the insane. Tbisis very wellas a theory to picase 
juries with. It seems to us to ignore the fact that 
what are known as Crimes are very largely offences 
against artificial rigbt+, and those who may be the 
criminals of one age may be the saiots of another. 
Moses, the law-giver of the Jews, bid the siain 
Egyptian in the sand of the desert that he might 
escape the penalty of the outraged law. David 
gutoered into his cave of Adullam all the refugees 
and vagaboods who werein hiding from justice and 
with them orgavized arebellion. Cbrisat and most 
of the Apostics were offenders against the law under 
which tney lived, or wero held to beso. It was the 
fortune of war alone that gave to Aroold instead of 
Waspington the position of the arch traitor io 
American bistory—and so on to the end of the chap- 
ter. It is proper to punish offeoces against the law, 
whatever the law be, but it is dangerous to prociaim 
tbe doctrine that offenders are insane. lusanity isa 
perversion of the mental faculties that leads its vic- 
tim to do, when under its iofluence, what he would 
pot do int e vormeal condition of his mind. Its test 
18 the contrast Of the mao with bimseif; pot with 
some one cise, Or with some general judgment in 
the community as to what is proper. is a man 
wronged, he seeks revenge, and itis only wheo his 
quest tuke: him outside of the law that be becomes 
acrimiual. Tne men who gratify their lust or their 
avarice 10 Opposition to the law are no more insane 
than those who keep within its limitations aad sit 
in judgment upon those less crazy. Tbe law already 
recugoizes the fact that tbere ure crimioal acts re- 
sulting from insanity, and it is quite lideral enough 
as it is 1D providing an excuse lor them,

Lt.“ agner’s 
study illustrates the positivn be assumes that at the 
elose of the War of Secession, the art of war had 
reached a bizber development ion America than it 
attained in Eurvpe io 1866, and in some respects, 
bigber than it reacbed io 1870. He ascribes the 
Austrian laliure to the neglect of the Austrian gen- 
erals to Watch the deVeliopment tn the art of war on 
our side of the Atlantic. Nune of our “ political 
geverals’’ equalled Prince Charles or Prince Alex- 
under iL gevius fur biundering. The waot of har- 
mony bktween the allied generals opeved the way 
to success for the Germans in spite of their own 
blunderiog. Cheir success was due solely to the 
greater biundering of their opponents. We com- 
mend this little volume to all students of the art of 
war. 

David A. Wells’s latest work, ‘‘ Recent Economic 
Changes, and tbeir effect on the production apd dis- 
tributiot of wealtb and the well-being of society,” 
is a most valuabie compilation of statistics set forth 
to illustrate certuim pbilosopbical tbeories. But 
unlike toe old order of reasoner, Mr. Wells eduves 
bis theories from bis facts and not bis facts from bis 
theories. His work is eomposed in the maiu of 
articles contributed to various periodicals, but be 
bas revised them and added informatiou brioging 
them down to the latest date. The facts here gatb- 
eréd together, aud preseyrted with the skil of a 
master band, throw a flood of hght upon tae much- 
disputed question of the causes of the industrial 
aud social cbanges and accompanying disturbances 
whicb bave especially charac terized the last fifteen 
or twenty years of the world’s history.

Fort LEAVENWORTH, KAN., Noy. 1, 1889. 
General Description of the March and Route. 


In compliance with existing orders, Light Bat- 
tery F, 2d Artillery, left Fort Leavenworth, Kap., 
on the morning of Sept. 2, °89, and arrived at 
Camp Schofield, Ind. Ty., the forenoon of Sept. 
22, 89. 

The general direction of the advance was 8. W., 
and extended via Topeka, Emporia, Eureka, Cedar- 
vale anJ Arkansas City, the destination being about 
eight miles S. and E. of the latter point. The re- 
turn route covered nearly the same ground, except 
between Camp Schofield and Maple City and from 
Emporia to Fort Leavenworth. 

The country passed over was mainly prairie land 
—cultivated and pasture—the latter predominant 
in the southern half of the route, where stock rais- 
ing is the principal industry. The soil is either 
sandy or clayey loam—the latter prevailing between 
the two points—10 miles N. of Emporia and the 
village of Olpe, where in the lower levels it is called 
“gumbo.” Beds of clay are well marked W. of 
and near Lawrence; limestone ledges are numerous 
along the Flint Hills and near Arkansas City, and 
‘* coal measures” from Carbondale to Burlingame. 

The surface is generally rolling; hilly in the vi 
cinity of Fort Leavenworth and Eureka, and fre- 
quently between Grenola and Ark. City, where the 
route extended along and over the Flint Hills and 
the bluffs of the Arkansas R. Otherwise, the sur- 
face is characterized by strong and gentle undula 
tions, and by narrow levels of bottom land border- 
ing the main streams. 

Except between Fort L. and Topeka, Eureka and 
Grenola, and Cedarvale and Ark City, the country 
may be said to be well watered, this exception 
meaning the absence of rivers and large creeks with 
permanent feeder-; but nowhere on the route were 
there intervals, or -ections of the route, exceeding 
5 miles in length, in which sufficien’ water, from 
wells, brooks, or ponds, for the men and stock of a 
unit organization —troop, battery or company—could 
not be found; and, by extending this limit to 10 
miles, the same remark is applicable to a regiment, 
or much larger body; in the latter case, however, 
it would be advisable to bivouac at the towns or 
the larger ranches. 

Woods, consisting mainly of walnut, hickory and 
burr oak were frequent in the vicinity of Fort L., 
Lawrence, Richland and Topeka, and in the near 
vicinity of the rivers; but the creeks and smaller 
streams were simply bordered by a very narrow 
growth; and, S. of Topeka, patches of *‘timber” 
were the very rareexception. Maple and cottonwood 
were 2130 rare. 

The route usually followed the section-line roads 
and presented very few obstacles that might, in a 
military sense, be considered difficult—these ex 
ceptions being confined to the steep declivities given 
in the sketches. 

But little unfenced land was encountered, and 
this mainly in the southern half where the route 
‘‘angled” across the bills—barbed wire fencing is 
generally used, but fine hedges of osage orange 
were quite frequent. 

Supplies were purchasable from dealers and far- 
mers at convenient points. Wood and oats were 
scarce except in the larger towns; corn and bay in 
abundance, and good beef was also obtainable at 
any farmiog cen:re passed through. 

The weather was generally fair during the ad- 
vance, and rainy while returning. 

The topographical details are given in the 
sketches, Nos. *‘ 1” to **24"-—herewith, which re 
present orly the feacures observed within about 1 
mile on each side of the route; and in the Journal, 
which also contains details of the march. 

The general direction of the route is roughly 
iraced on the appended Map of Kansas; and tables 
of statistics, in regard to time, distance, and ex- 
penses are also appended.

Ir is believed that the following instructions) for 
toe nny, cooks will supply a greatly-felt want in 


Army: 

I. Disabuse yourself of the idea that you know 
how to prepare food agreeable to the human palate, 
and consider that to expect you to prepare a good 
meal for the company would be just as much as to 
require of you to transiate the ‘ad in English 
bexameters. You have not been ...catled in the kit- 
eben on account of your ability in cookery.

Remember that no matter how detestable 
your cooking is, or how tasteless and abominable 
your bill of fare, you cannot suffer under it, and 
that you can thoroughly rely upon the patience and 
good nature of the men in the company not to utter 
& syliable of complaint against you. Give them 
anything you like, or give them nothing, they will 
bless your heart just the same, and you never can 
exbaust their patience. 

IV. Always keep yourself on good terms with 
the “top” and there will be peace and prosperity 
for both of you. Let your whole heart, mind and 
soul, be penetrated with the fact, that the top is the 
top, or rather the tip-top, that he is all in all, the 
Alpba and Omega, the ne plus ultra of arbitrary 
and despotic authority, and if he chooses not to 
overfeed his company, or accustoms his men to a 
luxurious diet—nay, if he thinks it proper to starve 
them, what business is it of yours to interfere? 

V. Watch and be vigilant! If you hear anybody 
growling about the food, report him. If you per- 
ceive anyone at the table turning up his nose, or 
looking in a peculiar manner, or examining the 
food set before bim with a critical expression, bunt 
bim down, abuse him, insult him, and make it hot 
for the wretch.

A SUGGESTION. 


WHEN the king wants money for war, or other 
royal purposes, bis ministers put on their most en- 
gaging mauners, make themeelves as agreeable as 
possible to the Commons, and then propose their lit- 
tle scheme.

Bien. The establishment of post canteens has indl- 
rectly been a severe blow to the resources of the 
band fund, which was in a considerable degree pro- 
vided for by paragraphs 285 and 353, A. R. This tax 
on post traders, authorized by the latter paragraph, 
has in some instances been reduced to almost noth- 
ing by Post Councils of Administration. In one 
known case the rate is only one cent, although 10 
cents is the maximum allowed. Of course the rea- 
son for this heavy reduction is the great loss of 
protitable business by post traders, owing to the 
transfer of the sale of liquids, etc., to the canteen. 

Now it seems to the writer that the purpose of the 
regulations in affording this tax for the support of 
bands, should not be defeated by the transfer of the 
chief business of the post trader to the canteen. In 
other words would it not be just that a sufficient 
proportion of the profits of the canteen should be 
assigned for the support of bands? — ;
